The. British Steel Corpora¬

Britain’s decision to withdraw 
its warships from the disputed 
waters off Iceland and invite Mr 
Hallgrimsson, the Icelandic 
Prime Minister, to London for 
talks aimed at ending the cod 
war, was warmly welcomed to¬ 
day at a special session of the 
North Atlantic Council, Nara’s 
top political body. 

The council said afterwards 
that it “fully approved of the 
solution obtained and thanked 
the two governments concerned, 
particularly the United King¬ 
dom”. 

The singling-out of Britain for 
special thanks was considered 
unusual in the light of the care¬ 
fully neutral position which 
Karo has hitherto maintained 
on the dispute between two of 
its members. The wording 
appeared to reflect irritation 
with the timing of last night’s • 
Icelandic ultimatum, threatening 
to break off diplomatic relations 
with Britain if the Royal Navy 
was not withdrawn. 

The ultimatum arrived just as 
Dr Luns, Nato’s Secretary- 
General, was about to brief Mr 
Callaghan, the Foreign Secre¬ 
tary, on the results of his 
mediation last week in Reyk¬ 
javik. Dr Lons said last night 
that the ultimatum was 
“totally contrary to the expec¬ 
tations” he had brought back. 

At today’s meeting of the 
council, attended by Nato am¬ 
bassadors, Mr Tomas Tomasson, 
the Icelandic representative, 
made it clear that Britain’s de¬ 
cision had removed any need for 
reconsideration of Nato mem¬ 
bership.

Nuclear

The nuclear submarine 
Churchill and an RAF Nimrod 
patrol aircraft yesterday guided 
rescue ships to a French 
trawler on fire and drifting out 
of control in st o r m force winds 
and mountainous seas off the 
Outer Hebrides. The crew of 
10 in the 180-ton Cite D’aJeth 
were trapped on the bridge out 
of fear of being washed over¬ 
board in the severe weather 
and were unable to fight the 
fire.

The police are markedly 
worse at identifying black faces 
than white ones, according to 
research reported by two psy¬ 
chologists in Psychology Today. 

Twen tv-eight white police 
officers 'in a city with a large 
Immigrant population were 
tested with photographs ot 
black children and white ones. 
On anv one trial the volunteers 
could 'make a maximum ot 16 
possible errors. The average 
number made by the police over 
photographs of blacks was 3.87 
I and over whites 1.85. 

. " The authors of the article, 
Michael Billig and David Milner, 


say that on the basis of the 
results there are no grounds 
for thinking that policemen 
accustomed to the black com- 
rnnniry are better at recogniz¬ 
ing black faces. Officers with 
experience of the blacks sttu 
made far more errors over the 
black faces than they did over 
the white. 

Overall, the police responses 
were very similar to those of 
white apprentices and students 
tested by the authors in pilot 
studies. The only difference 
was that the police were slightly 
better than the apprentices (out 
not the students! at recognizing 
the white faces. 

On average the police did not 
make any more or fewer errors 


over the black faces than did 
either students or apprentu.es. 

Christopher Macy, editor of 
Psychology Today, comments. 
“When an officer is out look 
ing for the boy he saw m a 
street fight half an hour ago 
and picks the wrong one. or 
when a couple of Pittman 
wade into a crowd of blacks 
and arrest one or two apparent^ 
at random, it is not because 
they are out to persecute immi¬ 
grants, or because they are 
incompetent: ir is because *5 
is the best they can do. And in 
this the police are no worse 
than the rest of us." 

He calls for a training pro¬ 
gramme to help the police to 
improve their perception.

Councillors supported builder’s 
planning applications in 
return for money, Crown alleges 


A powerful lobby of four 
councillors supported _ si 
builder 1 * planning applications 
in return for money and other 
favours, Mr Peter Taylor, QC, 
for the prosecution, said at 
Teesside Crown Court, Middles¬ 
brough yesterday. 

Time and again local 
government officers’ recommen¬ 
dations were forcefully and 
sometimes angrily opposed by 
the councillors when they ran 
counter to the builders* pro¬ 
posals, he said. 

Counsel said the builder gave 
one councillor £15,000 over 10 
years, another one £8,800, and 
a third a luxurious bungalow 
for £3,695. 

Ail five denied conspiracy to 
corrupt. The trial is expected 
to take several weeks. Tbe 
defendants are: 

Sidney McCullough, aged 53, a 
builder, or The Broadway, Tyne¬ 
mouth ; Robert Hush Urwin, aged 
62. former chairman of Chester-Ie- 
Strcet council, of Oxford Close, 
Bariev Mow, Bxrtley; Sidney 
Docking, aged 65, a former chair¬ 
man of Durham County Council, 
of Kingsmere, Birtley; Matthew 
Aiion, aged 72, a former alder¬ 
man of Durham County Council 
and chairman of die North East 
Development Council, of Willow 
Close, Columbia Village, Washing¬ 
ton, and Andrew Cunningham, 
aged 64, a former alderman and 
chairman of Durham County 
Council, of Carrowmore Road, 
Cbester-Je-Streef. 

Mr Taylor said that Mr 
McCullough, through a mass of 
companies, created and control¬ 
led a substantial business, 
building council and private 
houses. One of the main areas 
in -which he was interested was 
rhe former Chester-Ie-Street 
rural district, where he set up 
his headquarters. 


As a builder he was con¬ 
cerned with securing pla nn ing 
permissions. Applications some¬ 
times had to go before the rural 
district council, but if they were 
controversial they might have 
to go to the county planning 
committee. 

At both levels there were 
professional local government 
officers to make recommenda¬ 
tions and give advice, but the 
decision whether to allow or 
refuse fell, in the end, to 
elected councillors. The four 
other defendants were all coun¬ 
cillors between 1969 and 1973, 
some of them all the time. They 
were also influential members, 
each in a position to help Mr 
McCullough, and acting, to¬ 
gether they formed a most 
powerful lobby. 

The case for the Crown was 
that over the years Mr 
McCullough gave various bene¬ 
fits to induce them to show him 
favour. 

The benefits varied, Mr 
Taylor said. Mr Urwin received, 
over about 10 years, at least 
£15,000 by way of so-called fees 
and commissions. He bad the 
use of a car, and various im¬ 
provements were done to his 
house. 

Mr Docking received at least 
£8,800. He also had a car paid 
for by Mr McCuftlough. The 
mortgage on a 'bouse he bad 
built and the car were deducted 
from bis so-called fees. 

Mr Alton's benefits were 
more modest. He had the use of 
a car for some time, with free 
petrol, and when he came to 
buy another car he received 
financial help from a 
McCullough company. 

Mr- Cunningham had a luxu¬ 
rious bungalow built by Mr 


McCullough on the best site oi 
one of his housing estates. 

Mr Cunningham bought it for 
£3,695, although it was recently 
valued as being worth thou¬ 
sands more than that, and Mr 
Cunningham himself valued it 
at more than £7,000 when it 
was built. 

They supported Mr McCul¬ 
lough's planning applications 
“through thick and thin”, Mr 
Taylor said, and none of the 
accused councillors ever de¬ 
clared his interest in Mr 
McCullough's affairs or any 
receipts from him. 

Counsel said the four tried to 
advance Mr McCullough’s case 
by inquiries and even badger¬ 
ing planning officers. “They 
constituted a * fifth colum ’ 
working for McCullough within 
the council, both on a rural 
district and county level” 

Mr Taylor said payments 
were not made direct. “The 
approach was-far mare subtle, 
discreet and insidious than 
that ”, he added. “ The benefits 
were all passed under a smoke¬ 
screen.” 

Mr Taylor said that after Mr 
Urwin was elected to tbe county 

mmwil be got himself OH to 

the p lanning co mmi ttee in some¬ 
what unusual circumstances. He 
approached a councillor who 
was on-the planning committee 
and offered to exchange his 
position on another committee 
tor that one. 

Mr Taylor described 14 com¬ 
panies with which Mr 
McCullough was associated. 
They enabled planning applica¬ 
tions to be made under various 
names so that they were not 
always recognized as coming 
from-Mr McCullough. 

The trial continues today.

He told 3 press luncheon in 
Paris : ” The people have been 
kept in ii kind of quarantine 
and they have repaid the Com¬ 
munity in kind. But things are 
changing. A pattern of Euro¬ 
pean political parties is evolv¬ 
ing. Parlies are setting together 
and studying common pro¬ 
grammes ar a European level. 
The elections will be the start¬ 
ing point of a real European 
public opinion—and of a Euro¬ 
pean people.” 

The principle or direct elec¬ 
tion* to the European Parlia¬ 
ment was agreed nt the EEC 
summit conference in Rome last 
2 ear. though two member 
countries asked for delays. 

M Spenale said only techni¬ 
cal problems remained to be 
resolved. They were a minimum 
level n? representation and the 
application of uniform pro¬ 
cedures for voting in all mem¬ 
ber countries. The European 
Parliament had tried to be 
moderate and had fixed the 
minimum representation of a 
member country at six. But 
there were differences between 
those who wanted the principle 
of proportional representation 
to be modified, to maintain the 
advantages they had before, and 
those who insisted on strict pro¬ 
portionality. 


Ultimately, there would have 
to be uniform voting procedures 
in all member countries, but 
for the first elections, each 
country would decide its own. 
There was, for instance, the 
question of voting rights for 
two million Italian workers in 
West Germany. 

Commenting on the Tin de- 
mans report on European unity, 
M Spenale said most matters 
affecting the daily life of the 
ordinary citizen would remain 
outside'the jurisdiction of the 
Community. But where there 
was interdependence, in diplo¬ 
macy or economic cooperation 
for instance, powers should be 
exercised in common. 

Defence was a sensitive issue, 
but there could be regular 
exchanges of views and a 
harmonization of policies on 
arms production. 

M Spenale had some mis¬ 
givings about the institutional 
recommendations in the Tinde- 
mans report, which had 
suggested increasing the powers 
of rhe European Council but 
had made no proposals regard¬ 
ing the legislative powers of 
the European Parliament. Euro¬ 
pean Socialists felt that there 
was a treed in the report away 
from the Parliament.towards a 
reinforcement of the executive.

Carlos were clearer. 

In the end, rhe ministers 
attempted to paper over their 
differences with a character¬ 
istically Delphic declaration that 
“ the present situation no longer 
prohibits the renewal of con¬ 
tacts with Spain concerning the 
negotiations which were inter¬ 
rupted last October”. They will 
discuss the matter again next 
month. 

There was general agreement 
that there could be no question 
of entertaining a Spanish 
application for EEC member¬ 
ship until, in Mr Callaghan’s 
words, Spain was “ well down 
the road towards a pluralistic 
democracy'’. 

Jo contrast to their disagree¬ 
ments over Spain, the foreign

Bonn fear of Warsaw Pact surprise attack

Bonn, Jan 20 

Overwhelmingly superior War¬ 
saw Pact forces, trained and 
deployed for a mass surprise 
offensive, face Nato formations 
in central Europe which must 
rely on nuclear deterrence 
because they cannot retreat, the 
latest West German White Book 
oo defence concludes today. 

The Bonn Defence Ministry 
produces its White Book every 
two years. The new one, presen¬ 
ted to Parliament today, varies 
markedly from its four pre¬ 
decessors. 

Instead of the usual cursory 
review of the political frame¬ 
work in which the Bundeswehr 


(federal armed forces') must 
operate, the opening third of 
the report’s 200-odd pages is 
devoted to a sober review of 
the confrontation between Nato 
and the Warsaw Pact in tbe 
widest strategic, political and 
economic context. 

Ic accuses the Soviet Union 
and its tightly controlled allies 
of nujftarmng their populations 
from the kindergarten upwards. 
So-called “ socialist defence edu¬ 
cation ” instils children with 
bate, a practice “hostile to de¬ 
tente and a hazard to peace ”. . 

Communist strength on the 
ground, in the air and at sea 
continues to expand, widening 
the gap between the Warsaw 
Pact forces and Nato. “The 


striking power is being boosted 
so that strong, operationally 
ready forces can exploit the 
element of surprise, and, by 
means of an operational break¬ 
through, caa quickly create situ¬ 
ations in which the initial use 
of nuclear weapons by the 
defender would occur at too 
late a stage,” 

The Soviet strategic assump¬ 
tion was that otriy offensive 
tactics led to victory. ■* Tbe 
command doctrines and the 
strength, order of battle and 
training of the Warsaw- Pacr 
forces are of an offensive 
nature. .. . 

“The superiority of its con¬ 
ventional forces enables the 
Warsaw Pact to launch a major 


aggression on Western Europe 
after a brief preparation period, 
even without nuclear weapons.” 
A surprise attack could even 
grow out of routine manoeuvres.

Mediator in ‘wine war’ named

Brussels, Jan 20 

Mr Pierre Lardinois, the 
European Commissioner for 
Agriculmre. was today en¬ 
trusted with the delicate task 
of crying to mediate in the 
continuing Franco-IraJian wine 
dispute. 

This came after a private 
meeting between Italian and 
French ministers of agriculture 
in Brussels today and an 
unusually impassioned state¬ 
ment by M Frangois-Xavier 
Ortoli, the President of the 
European Commission. 

Late last night M Ortoli 
gave a warning that the so- 
called “ wine war ” was 
jeopardizing the EEC’s credib¬ 
ility. Economic and monetary 
disputes produced only losers. 

Ministers of agriculture of 
the Nine are holding a two-day 
session partly devoted to the 


Community's annual price 
review. Today’s Franco-Italian 
meeting was aimed at founding 
a basis for the resumption of 
negotiations. The Italians and 
rhe French agreed that the wine 
dispute was -of prime political 
importance for their govern¬ 
ments. 

Over tbe past 18 months, the 
Community bas made virtually 
no progress in its attempts to 
introduce a new wine market¬ 
ing system. The new scheme 
would include such measures 
to combat the Community’s 
chronic overproduction of 
cheap wine, as improved quality 
controls and steps to encourage 
the production of wines of a 
higher degree of excellence. 

Since the French imposed a 
12 per cent border tax on 
imports of Italian wine last 
autumn, the Italians have stead¬ 
fastly refused to discuss any 
new scheme seriously. The 


French have been equally in¬ 
transigent, arguing that the 
border tax, which clearly 
infringes the Community’s free 
trade rules, cannot be lifted 
until a new marketing system 
has been agreed. 

Mr Lardinois has made it 
dear that he does not expect a 
solution to the wine dispute to 
be easily found. Together with 
most of the rest of the Com¬ 
munity he would like a new 
wine marketing system to be set 
up at the same time as higher 
farm prices which are to be 
introduced in the spring. 

Only Herr Ertl, the West 
German Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, appears to want to separ¬ 
ate the two issues. He argued 
today that the Community 
would never meet its deadline 
of March 1 for the fixing of 
new farm prices if the minis¬ 
ters’ efforts were diverted into 
resolving the wine dispute.

Gen Carvalho arrested in Lisbon Madrid strikebreakers 
and named as a leader of given police protection

Lisbon, Jan 20 

Major Gtelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho, who at one time 
commanded the powerful 
security force Copcon as a 
general, has been arrested. A 
preliminary report _ published 
today by the military corn- 
mission of inquiry into the 
abortive left-wing military up¬ 
rising oo November 25, names 
the major as a primary figure 
and blames an alliance of com¬ 
munists, left-wing, civilians and 
military sympathizers for the 
revolt. 

The report specifically 
accuses the major of being 
responsible for the distribution 
of ammunition and weapons to 
rebel paratroopers who seized 
four Air Force bases. The 
order for the paratroopers to 
occupy the bases, it says, was 
given from Copcon by radio ac 
4 am. AH the officers at Cop¬ 


con. including General Car- 
valho, were aware of the 
gravirv of the situation and the 
irregularities being committed. 

Major Carvalho, who is aged 
37, is a colourful, well-liked but 
politically unpredictable officer. 
He was the operational com¬ 
mander in the plot which over¬ 
threw Portugal’s right-wing 
regime in April, 1974. He was 
subsequently appointed com¬ 
mander of Copcon, commander 
of the Lisbon military region 
and at one stage was a member 
of the supreme triumvirate of 
generals. He became a figure¬ 
head for the extreme left by 
advocating people’s power on 
Cuban lines. 

It was his ousting as military 
commander of Lisbon that 
precipitated the November 25 
uprising. As a result of it. 
Copcon was disbanded and the 
general was demoted to major. 
Since then he has been living 


quietly at his home on die out¬ 
skirts of Lisbon. 

He tvas informed by tele¬ 
phone of bis impending arrest 
last night and soon afterwards 
was collected^in a military car 
and driven to the Army high 
command headquarters. Later 
he was transferred to a military 
prison at Santarem. A spokes¬ 
man for the Revolutionary 
Council said further artests 
might be made. 

At least 150 people, mnsrly 
military personnel, have been 
arrested and held without 
charge in conne-tion with the 
uprising. The' report says it 
was not in legal terms a rebel¬ 
lion. but rather a conspiracy to 
commit a crime against the in¬ 
ternal security of the state. The 
aim was to gain control of the 
revolutionary Council by forc¬ 
ing out conservative Air Force 
members.

A police ■ note published in 
all newspapers today made it 
clear that the demonstration 
could be the biggest to tatce 
place over the past two weeks. 
People were warned to stay 
away as the rally was a “ clear 
attempt td-.-.. disturb public 
order" 

Five maintenance men at 
Chrysler, among them the in¬ 
jured man, were beaten up last 
night after they left the factory. 

The kidnapping took place 
after an executive in Chrysler ’s 
special products division went 
with four colleagues to _ dine 
with Army officers and discuss 
the sale of goods. One parked 
his car outside the Army com¬ 
pound in the working class 
district of Carabancheal. 

When he went to drive away, 
about eight men jumped on him 
and took him to a place where 
he was held blindfold for six 
hours while the gang tried to 
convince him that he should 
join the strike!

Dr Kissinger 
in Moscow 
for 4 serious 
talks’ 

Moscow, Jan 20.—-Dr Henry 
Kissinger, the American Secre¬ 
tary of State, arrived here to¬ 
day to seek a breakthrough in 
deadlocked arms talks. But a 
senior American official said 
that a pact was not assured. 

“ I have come here" for seri¬ 
ous talks and I would not have 
come if I did not think we 
could make progress,” Dc 
Kissinger said soon after his 
Air Force jet arrived here. Bui 
a senior official on board the 
aircraft said there was no firm 
assurance of a breakthrough on 
an arms pacL He said the talks 
were now stalemated.

Mr Trudeau, the Canadian 
Prime Minister, said last night 
that a w new society" was 
needed in Canada to deal with 
such problems as inflation, un¬ 
employment, pollution and 
waste of resources. 

In a television address he 
said the economy was "out of 
joint", and required strong 
medicine to put it back in 
shape. He made zt dear that 
the Government was prepared 
to step in !F business, organized 
labour and individual Canadians 
did not act to reform the 
system. 

Mr Trudeau was replying to 
critidsms of warnings he issued 
at the end of last year that 
more government intervention 
in' the economy might be re¬ 
quired. The Prime Minister 
stood by this although be 
emphasized that the Govern¬ 
ment did not wish to impose 
more regulation on small busi¬ 
ness and other "truly competi¬ 
tive sectors. 


The _ preservation and 
strengitienkjg of the free 
market sector of our economy 
is absolutely essential to the 
Liberal view of the. Canada of 
the future." He insisted, how¬ 
ever, that Canada’s mixed 
economy, which had worked 
well in the past, was not serving 
the country adequately now. 

"The economy is out of 
■ joint, and will get worse if 
we don’t do something about it. 
But the issue is not whether to 
throw out our present system 
and substitute something en¬ 
tirely different. 

“ The issue is whether we are 
prepared to adjust the system, 
through changes in legislation, 

institutions and attitudes, so 
that it will help us to meet the 
challenges of die present and 
future.” 

The most obvious challenge 
was unemployment of more than 
7 per cent, combined with in¬ 
flation, which had improved a 
little recently ■ when it dipped 
below 10 per cent. 

Mr Trudeau said the Govern¬ 
ment’s present turn-inflation 


programme lasting until the end 
of 1978, would give the country 
time to "reform our economic 
institutions^ our attitudes and 
public policies". 

There was need for "struc¬ 
tural and rather basic changes ** 
in energy and food supply, to 
eliminate waste, and for a better 
balance between the public 
interest and the growing power 
of some corporations and some . 
trade onions. 

- His political opponents wasted 

no time in denouncing the 

Prime Minister’s third nationally 
televised speech on the same 
general theme in less than four 
months. 

Mr Edward Broadbent,

Party, called k a “ colossal 
failure ” and a set of “ moralis¬ 
tic platitudes about what others 
must do”.

Partial text of Mr Ford’s message. 


AMP of Great Britain Limited, Terminal House, Stan mo re, Middlesex 


Washington, Jan 20.—This is 
a partial text (supplied by 
Reuter) of President Ford’s 
State of toe Union address last 
night before a joint session of 
the United States Congress : 

. . . Just a year ago 1 reported 
that the state of the union- was 
not good. Tonight, I report , that 
the state of our union is -better— 
in many ways a lot better—but 
still not good enough. 

To paraphrase Tom Paine, 1975 
was not a good year for summer 
soldiers and sunshine patriots. It 
was a year of fears and alarms 
and of dire forecasts—most ■ of 
which never happened and won’t 
happen. 

As you recall, the year 1975 
opened with rancour and bitter¬ 
ness. Political misdeeds of tbe 
past had neither been forgotten 
nor forgiven. 

The longest, most divisive war 
in our history was winding toward 
an unhappy conclusion. Many 
feared that toe end of toat foreign 
war of men and machines meant 
the beginning of a domestic war 
of recrimination and reprisal. 

Friends and adversaries abroad 
were asking whether America had 
lost its nerve. 

Finally, our economy was 
ravaged by inflation, inflation 
that was plunging us into the 
worst recession in four decades. 

At the same time, Americans 
became increasingly alienated 
from ail big institutions. They 
were steadily losing confidence not 
just In big government, but in 
big business, big labour and big 
education, among others. 

Ours was a troubled land. And 
so, 1375 was a year of hard deci¬ 
sions, difficult compromises, -and- 
a new realism toat taught us 
something important about 
America. 

It brought back a needed mea¬ 
sure of common sense, steadfast¬ 
ness and self-discipline. Americans 
did not panic or demand Instant 
but useless cures. In all sectors 
people met their difficult prob¬ 
lems with restraint and respon¬ 
sibility worthy of toeir great heri¬ 
tage. 

Last January most things were 
rapidly getting worse. This 
January most things are slowly 
out surely getting better. 

The worst recession since World 
vVar Two turned aronnd th April. 
The best cost nf living news of toe 
past year 'is that double digit in¬ 
flation of 12 per cent or higher 
was cut almost in half. The worst 
—unemployment—remains too 
high. 

My firsr objective is to have 
sound economic growth without 
inflation. We □□ know From recent 
experience what runaway inflation 
does to rain every other -worthy 
purpose. We are slowing it; we 
must stop it cold. 

In the past decade, the federal 
budget has been growing at an 
average rate of over 10 .per cent 
every year. The budget I am sob- 


mftting on Wednesday cuts this 
rate of growth in half. I have kept 
my promise to submit a budget for 
the next fiscal year of S395,000m. 
In fact, it Is S394,200ni. 

Last month I signed legislation 
to extend the 1375 tax reductions 
for the first- six. months of this 
year. I now propose toat effective 
from July i, 1976, we give our 
taxpayers a tax ent of approxi¬ 
mately 510,000m more than Con¬ 
gress agreed to in December. 

We can achieve a balanced 
budget by 1979 if we have tbe 
courage and wisdom to continue to 
reduce the growth of federal 
spending. 

Taking a longer look at 
America's future, there can be 
neither sustained growth nor more 
Jobs unless we continue to have 
an assured supply of energy ro 
run our economy. Domestic pro¬ 
duction of oil and gas is stiU 
declining. Our dependence on 
foreign oil at high prices is still 
too great, draining Jobs and 
dollars away from our own 
economy at the rate of S125 per 
year for every American. 

Last month I signed a compro¬ 
mise National Energy Bill which 
enacts a part of my co mpr ehensive 
energy independence programme. 
This legislation was late In coming, 
not toe complete answer to energy 
independence, but still a start in 
toe right direction. 

I again urge toe- Congress to 
move ahead immediately on toe 
remainder of my energy proposals 
to make America invulnerable to 
toe foreign oil cartel. 

Hospital and medical services in 
America are among toe _ world’s 
best, but toe cost of a senous and 
extended illness can quickly wipe 
out a family’s lifetime savings. 

I propose catastrophic health 
insurance for everybody covered 
bv Medicare. To finance this 
added protection, fees for short¬ 
term care will go up somewhat, 
bur nobody after reaching toe age 
of 65 will have to pay mt,rc than 
S 500 a year for covered hospital 
or nursing home care, nor more 
than $250 for one year’s doctors' 

V/e cannot realistically afford 
federally-dictated national health 
insurance providing full coverage 
for all 215 million Americans. . . . 
But I do envision toe day when 
u-e mav use the private health. 
Insurance system to offer more 
middle-income families high 
quality health services at prices 
toey can afford, and shield them 
also from catastrophic illnesses. 

Using the resources now avail¬ 
able. r propose Improving toe 
Medicare ana otoer federal health 
programmes to help those who 
really need more protection: 
older people and the'poor. 

As we rebuild our economy, we 
have a continuing responsibility to 
proride a temporary cushion to 
the unemployed. At my request the 
Congress enacted two executions 
and expansions in unemployment 
insurance which helped those who ■ 


were jobless during 1975.' These 
programmes wfll continue in 1375. 

My recommendations, on how to . 
control violent crime were submit- - 
red to toe Congress last June with 
strong emphasis on protecting toe. ' 
Innocent victims of crime. 

To keep _ a .convicted c riminal 
from committing more ■crimes, we 
must put him in prison so be can¬ 
not harm more law-abiding 1 
citizens. To be effective, this t 
punishment most be swift and cer- - 

tain." • 

Too often criminals are not sent J 
to prison after conviction 

Another major threac to every 
American's person and property--’ 
is toe criminal carrying a handgun. ■ 
My budget recommends 500 addj- 
tional federal agents ‘ in the 11 j 
largest metropolitan high crime ' 
areas, to help local authorities 1 
stop criminals from seBing anH ’ 
using -handguns. 

The sale of bard drugs is on toe * 
increase again. I hove directed 
all agendes of toe federal Govern- - 
ment to step np enforcement , 
efforts against those who deal in 
drugs. In 1975, federal agents 
seized substantially more heroin 
coming into our country than in ■ 
1974. 

As President, I have talked per- - 
sonally with.the leaders of Mexico, , 
Colombia and Turkey to urge 
greater efforts by their govern- 
meats to control effectively the . ■ 
production and shipment of hard ' 


I pledge ro the American people > 
policies which seek a secure, just, - tc 
and peaceful world. I pledge to - P 
the Congress to work with you to • * 
that end. . p 

We must not face a future in / v 
which we can no longer help our - * 
friends, such as in Angola—even ~ 
in limited and carefully controlled • 
ways.

Making 
the best of our 
resources 

The energy crisis which confronted 
us as a result of the Arabs’ invasion 
of Israel in 1973, bad, for me, one 
astonishing feature. This was the 
vast gap it revealed between the 
thinking of the ordinary people of 
this country and those in power, 
whether in Westminster, Whitehall, 
industry or the unions. Broadly 
speaking, the public seemed to 
sense that the future would be 
different; officialdom by coorrasc, 
seemed almost wholly concerned with 
a temporary emergency: just ** an¬ 
other crisis”. Once that was 
resolved, they seemed to be saying, 
everything could revert to the status 
quo. 

But the people were right. The 
era we now enter is different fronr 
the one we are leaving behind; the 
assumptions of perpetual surplus 
which have ruled for the past 150 
years, and which have led to the 
*’ consuming ” or “ wasting ” society, 
are no longer valid. We are reverting 
albeit fitfully, to man’s historic 
posture of potential—even actual— 
shortage. 

I think the reason why ordinary 
people have sensed this , even seemed 
to welcome it, is because for almost 
a the whole of human history this has 
g. been the norm, so that the society 
3" where waste and throw-away ” have 
been encouraged, and thrift and good 
housewifery tacitly discouraged, feels 
unnatural to many people. It goes 
against the grain. But one feature 


of this surplus society lias been the 
development of _ enormous bureau-, 
cracies. not only in the public service 
and nationalized boards, but in 
private industry as well- These 
people have become remote from, 
and largely indifferent to, the feel¬ 
ings of those they are supposed to 
serve. It is not so much that they 
cannot see the wood for rite trees; 
they seem unaware that trees are 
made of wood. 

In many towns there are now 
queues for allotments, which local 
authorities are statute bound to pro¬ 
vide, yet at the same time much land, 
already owned by these same local 
authorities. remains as _ sterile 
“ amenity areas ” or SL01P (sites left 
over in planning). 

Then there is thg difficulty, almost 
the impossibility, of finding anyone 
willing to re-use one's old beer bottles 
f except for the few remaining small 
breweries which Jo want them). 
Again, with the grocer’s bill mount¬ 
ing weekly, many of us would like 
to buy our staples—flour, rice, pasta, 
salt, tea and so on—loose, and save 
a little not only on price but in 
waste of materials; but this we can 
never do. And so it goes oo. The 
natural instinct to save, and to hus¬ 
band resources, is frustrated at every 
turn. 

Meantime, while the Department of 
Energy spends our money asking us 
to save energy, the Department of the 
Environment is busy lighting up 
country roads, and promoting motor¬ 
ways, themselves making enormous 
demands on energy and energy-in ten¬ 
sive products. They often actually 
reduce the housing stocks by the 
wholesale demolitiou of people's 
homes, and gobble up 32 acres of 
farming land per mile. One could, 
deplorably, continue for many pages 
with this catalogue. 

Since the publication oi The 
Turning Tide I have been asked often 
on radio and television, if ]. ant 
trying t0 educate the public. I 
invariably reply that I would not so 
presume. I have always thought that 
the good sense and courage of the 
British public is consistently under- 




rated by politicians, bureaucrats and 
The “ media ”; the public needs Jittle 
education, but many people would 
welcome some knowhow. This is 
why. in my book. X have devoted 
considerable space to detailing ways 
in which the individual householder 
can make himself less dependent on 
conventional sources, centrally-pro¬ 
vided services and bought food ; but 
far more space ro the ways in which 
government, both national and local, 
could revise their ideas and reform 
their practices. 

For example the provision uf all 
our services is based on the assump¬ 
tions of endless surplus. Water ic 
provided by flooding agricultural 
land ; sewerage is organized to ensure 
that the valuable wastes of our bodies 
are swept out to sea instead ol 
returned to. the land ; and most rut 
bish. including tuns and tons of food 
wastes, is burnt wholesale, or simply 
“ tipped ” for rats to play with- 

In a short, article i[ would he 
impossible to describe—or even to 
list—the ways in which these and 
many other absurdities could be 
corrected : but here are one or two 
ideas whose acceptance might lead to 
some reforms, all of them much over¬ 
due. 

First, government agencies should 
aim at providing only those services 
which private enterprise, given the 
chance, cannot do. or rhe citizen pro¬ 
vide for himself. And this would 
lend to the citizen paying fur what 
he has and nor for what lie does art 
have (the really poor would be well 
catered tor by a tax credits system i. 
N T e:.t. the rate" support grant, or what¬ 
ever takes its place, in those area> 
where services are publicly provided, 
should be related to the degree of 
conservation and recycling practised 
by the local authorin’: and. finally, 
do we not need now to look carefully 
at a tax structure which, at present, 
militates so disastrously against 
small-scale, individual enterprise ? 
Our native ingenuity, resource and 
initiative must be freed if we are. to 
make a success of the emerging 
situation.

Prime Minister of Iceland invited to London

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MR HATTERS LEY, Minister oE 
Stare for Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Affairs (Birmingham, 
Sparkbrook, Lab), in a statement 
about fee fisheries dispute wife 
Iceland, said: Royal Naval vessels 
which have been protecting British 
trawlers fishing in. International 
waters around Iceland are being 
withdrawn today. Flights by Royal 
Air Force Nimrod aircraft which 
have been overflying fee area have 
also been suspended. 

This course of action was consi¬ 
dered by fee Prime Minister and 
fee Foreign end Commonwealth 
Secretary m Copenhagen yesterday 
morning ■ and was - subsequently 
confirmed following a full discus¬ 
sion between Mr Call a g ha n and fee 
Secretary General or Nato, Dr 
Luos, in Brussels last Uigbt. The 
Ministry of Defence has issued tbe 
necessary instructions today. 

The decision was taken' in fee 
light of Dr Lons' account "of fee 
visit he made to Iceland last week 
and is tire expectation feat our 
trawlers win not be harassed by 
Icelandic coastguard gunboats. It 
was nicen despite the unfortunate 
complications represented by fee 
Icelandic Government's announce¬ 
ment yesterday of their intention 
to break off diplomatic relations 
wife tire United Kingdom. 

As a result of die fuff protection 
and skilful Interception measures 
of our naval vessels no trawler 
wires have been cut since January 
3 and fishing has continued, 
despite Icelandic harassment. Bat 
It has always been tire hope of fee 
British Government that fee dis¬ 
pute would end by negotiation. 

If, contrary to our hopes, there 
is farther harassment then naval 
protection will be restored. How¬ 
ever, in the Hght of Dr Luos' 
account of his discussions in Reyk¬ 


javik we believe that fee with¬ 
drawal of tbe frigates and fee Nim- 
rods will now create an atmos¬ 
phere in which talks between 
Britain and Iceland can proceed. 
The Prime Minister Is sanding a 
message to the Prime Minister of 
Iceland, Mr HaUgrimsson, inviting 
him co come to London as soon as 
possible. 

Her Majesty’s Government 
remain ready to negotiate an 
agreement wtrich would recognize 
Iceland's . special dependence on 
fi sW n g and the need to take ade¬ 
quate measures to conserve the cod 
stocks. However, her Majesty's 
Government will also naturally 
take fun account of the importance 
of these fisheries to fee livelihood 
of our own trawtermen and fee 
communities in ■ Britain which 
depend on them.

and constituted a genuine dis¬ 
cipline for.Giro to reach. 

The finked but separate question 
of dividend policy would be the 
subject of discussion with the Post 
Office and the Treasury each year.

The Government's proposals 
were not made in any doctrinaire

They 
were taking a further logical step 
to secure that ft should continue 
more effectively than they could 
fairly expect it, to do wfafie its 
freedom to compete was restricted 
and while it carried its present 
burden of debt.. 

No one was compelled to use 
Giro and it would not be subsi¬ 
dized.

The Government recognized that 
Giro had the potential to make an 
effective contribution to society. 

Lack of evidence 

MR TOM KING, an Oposition 
spokesman on industry (Bridg¬ 
water, C), said the Opposition had 
substantial reservations about the 
means* and would oppose it. The 
first reservation was the lack of 
evidence to substantiate the need 
for it at all. Giro, vwxrid not be 
offering overdrafts at any more 
attractive rates than the commer¬ 
cial banks, slightly higher if any, 
tiring, and it was therefore "doubt¬ 
ful whether there would be a flood 
of applications for private 
accounts. 

It was strange that at this time 
the Government should authorize 
both the Trustee Savings'and tiie 
Giro to proceed. 

Their next reservation was on 
the basic ability of . the Post Office 
management to cope' with a 
developme n t of this size. Instead 
of the speedy transmission of 
funds, the original concept of 
Giro, they were moving into speci¬ 
fic banking services. 

It seemed. extraordinary, when 
embarking on a fundamental and 
fairly urgent review of the Post 
Office, with a report within a year, 
to anticipate the outcome. 

They also questioned the exper¬ 
tise in banking services and over¬ 
drafts. It appeared that the build- . 
up of fuH banking services prom¬ 
ised by rite Minister of State was to 
be done without extra public so-, 
vice employees. That would be a 
remarkable achievement. Were 


those who were already processing 
various documents automatically 
to become assessors of credit ana 
of the other- banking ' services 
offered * 

A serious allegation has been 
made in information I have seen 
(be said), that the way the capital 
structure has been set up there are 

negative or minus free resources, 

as defined in the Bank of England 

rules and that no commercial bank 

would be allowed by the Bank of 

England to trade if it were set up 
on that basis. 

If that allegation is erne, it is 
serious. On that basis, I under¬ 

stand that Giro would be unable to 
protect its depositors by its own 
resources, and would need 
recourse to the Government which 

would perhaps involve a further 

write-off of losses. 

The minister had said it would 

be self-supporting and not subsi¬ 

dized, but the position was covered 
by the clause in the Bin enabling 
the Secretary of State from time to 
time to paysmns to Giro. That had 
a familiar ring about it. 

MR GOLDING (Newcastle under 
Lyme, Lab) said he welcomed file 
Bui on behalf of the Union of Post 
Office Workers and the Post OEF- 
FICE Engineering Union. The 
financial results of Giro had been 
good and they had been made pos¬ 
sible by the impressive increase in 
productivity. 

If Giro was going to fulfil its 
social purpose it most expand the 
□umber of individual accounts far¬ 
ther. The numbers of salaries and 
wages paid through Giro would 
have to be increased. 

There was no evidence that the 
Government had smiled particu¬ 
larly sweetly on Giro over the past 
two years. Giro’s share of money 
transaction business was only 
about 4 per cent. 

They should transfer the Pay¬ 
master General's department to 
Giro and create a tingle Govern¬ 
ment banking service. The Treas¬ 
ury had mart*- firings difficult, DOt 
only by providing duplicate facHi- 
.ties to the Paymaster General’s 
department, but also by siding too 
strongly whh the private banking 
sector. 

Giro should be accepted into the 
Committee of Clearing Banks and 
the Government should use their 
influence to see that the pubUcaHy- 
owaed Giro was given a place 
within the established banking sys¬ 
tem.

Closed shop agreements in public sector industries 


MR GOW (Eastbourne, C) asked 
the Secretary, of State for Employ¬ 
ment how many industries-in the 
public, sector operated, or were 
(danring to operate, dosed shop 
agreements for now-entrants.. 

MR FOOT—My department does ' 
not require emp loyer s to notify 
information about the terms of any 
collective agreement s they may 
reach on union membership. I am 
■ware of five industries in the 
public sector where it has been 
agreed, .or there are firm prop os als 


for an agreement, that it should be 
a condition of employment for new 
recruits to some grades to join a 
mrion within a specified period. 

MR. GOW—Which are those five 
industries ? Would he with his 
long and honourable record as a 
libertarian acknowledge that it is a 
serious erosion of individual free¬ 
dom to make it a pre-condition of 
employment .that a person should 
join a trade union ? 

MR FOOT—The five public sec¬ 
tor industries where it .is known 


that dosed shop agreements have 
been or are to be introduced are 
mitring, including the new agree¬ 
ment for clerical staff; British 
Rail.'affecting staff below manage¬ 
ment grades including professional 
technical and research staff; Bri¬ 
tish Gas, affecting many workers; 
the electricity supply industry, 
affecting manual workers; and the 
Post Office where an agreement 
has yet to be conduded. 

1 fully appreciate that the estab¬ 
lishment of closed shops raises 


questions of the rights of Che indi¬ 
vidual as well as the trade unions 
concerned. We have had discus¬ 
sions with the trade union move¬ 
ment as to bow that can best be 
dealt with and we believe the best 
and most effective way of dealing 
with that not merely in file interest 
of the trade union movement as a 
whole, but of the individuals con¬ 
cerned, is to establish tire tribunal 
which the TUG has proposed. The 
sooner we get it into operation the 
better it will be. 


Bills to end 
caning 
in schools 
rejected 

By 181 votes to 120, a majority 
OF 61, MR CANAVAN (West Stirl¬ 
ingshire, Lab) was refused leave to 
bring in the Education (Abolition 
of Corporal Punishment) Bill to 
abolish the use of corporal punish¬ 
ment in all education establish¬ 
ments and ro make provision for 
alternative forms of punishment. 

He said that that the use of 
corporal punishment in' schools 
was one of the last vestiges of 
legalized formal violence alive iu 
society. Virtually every other 
country in Europe had removed 
that practice end Poland was 
approaching the two hundredth 
anniversary of its abolition. 

Even the most hardened criminal 
wbo had committed the most 
heinous crime could nor legally be 
subject to any form of corporal 
punishment. Many -children were 
daily subject to a form of punish¬ 
ment with the full approval of the 
education system. 

Ihe use of corporal punishment 
had a brutalizing effect on the 
teacher-pupil relationship which 
should be based on mutual respect 
and not on confrontation. The use 
of corporal punishment was 
degrading. 

Corporal punishment was ende¬ 
mic In many schools and the only 
way to eliminate it was by legisla¬ 
tion. if child beating was legal in 
schools was ft any wonder there 
was violence ? Iu extreme cases 
excessive use of corporal punish¬ 
ment could lead to sadism on the 
part of the teacher and masochism 
on the part of the pupil. 

The BUI proposed new additional 
powers for school authorities to 
detain pupils beyond normal 
school hours and even on Saturday 
monrings when they could db use¬ 
ful community service. Parents 
must be brought into consultation 
at an early stage when a child's 
behaviour was anti-so dal. 

MR CORMACK (South-West 
Staffordshire, C) said Mr Cana- 
van’s proposals should be thrown 
out as the ludicrous set of specious 
do-gooding nonsense that they 
were. 

Discipline was an essential part 
of teaching. The people who pre¬ 
tended to beh'eve in consultation 
should listen a little more carefully 
to those who had the duty and very 
difficult job of enforcing discipline 
in the schools. 

There was something in the old 
adage that if “ yon spare the rod 
you spoil the child ”. 

One of the reasons for the 
frighteningly high level of illit¬ 
eracy was the lack of discipline in 
schools. JuvenDe vandalism was 
costing the conntry £S.5m a year 
at the moment and something like 
£32m was spent on penal provi¬ 
sions.

Majority of 258 for 
Government at end 
of devolution debate 


As reported in iater editions of 
The Times yesterday, the Govern¬ 
ment bad a majority of 258 ot the 
end of the four-day debate -on the 
. white Paper on devolution. The 
-J, motion to take note of it was 
carried by 295 votes to 37. 

The Opposition amendment to 
add at the end, of the Government 
motion to take note of the White 
Paper the words: " affirms the. 
need for an Assembly in Scotland, 
but rejects the Government's 
particular proposals for Scotland 
and Wales which will lead to con¬ 
fusion and conflict, and which will 
threaten the unity of the United 
Kingdom ” was rejectees, by 315. 
'votes to _ 244-^Govermnent 
majority, 7TT 

■'TBeScotdsh and Welsh nationa¬ 
lists amendment to add. to the 
Government motion the words: 
“ but- regrets that the Scottish and 
Welsh Assemblies are given no 
meaningful control over their re¬ 
spective economies '* was rejected 
by 304 votes to 27—Government 
majority, 277. 

MR WIGLEY (Caernarvon, 
Plaid Cymru) said his party 
saw no reason why a Welsh 
assembly should not have full 
legislative powers. The assem¬ 
bly should have respon¬ 
sibility for economic matters, spe¬ 
cifically economic planning and 
regional development matters. 

The assembly must have legisla¬ 
tive powers if it was to tackle 
industrial problems seriously. 
Without the power ro change legis¬ 
lation the freedom of executive 
action of the assembly would be 
largely illusory- 

Now that the United Kingdom 
was in the EEC and likely to 
remain there, the argument for 
Wales to have a full voice in the 
institutions of the EEC could not 
be answered. It was ridiculous to 
say that If Luxembourg with a 
population equal to that of Gwent 
could have a seat, the people of 
Wales and Scotland could not. 

He had no objection to a 
referendum on the subject, provid¬ 
ing that it did not entail any nndue 
defay and that all the canvassed 
alternatives were on the paper. 

PlakL Cymru would not necess¬ 
arily object to separate bills for 
Scotland and Wales, but they 
woukl strongly object if this was 
seen as a delaying tactic. 

MR REID (East Stirlingshire 
and Clackmannan, Scot Nat) said 
that the Government's motion was 
not being advanced for the better 
government of the people of Scot¬ 
land but simply to preserve what 
little unity existed in the ranks of 
the Labour Party. The Conserva¬ 
tive amendment, which had signif¬ 
icantly shed any commitment to a 
directly elected assembly, was a 
piece of sticking plaster pasted 
over an open division. 

The proposed assembly would 
be little more than a clearing 
boose for Westminster. Its general 
role would be as an intermediary 
between the United Kingdom Gov¬ 
ernment. local authorities, and 
other agencies. 

Scotland now had to think on an 
international scale.If Luxembourg 
with half the population of Edin¬ 
burgh could be represented at the 
top table of the European 
Communities so should the people 
of Scotland. 

His party's ultimate objective 
was to restore national sovereignty 
to the people of Scotland and the 


withdrawal of aU Scots MPs from 
the Commons. 

MR WHZTELAW. Deputy 
Leader of die Opposition (Penrith 
and the Bordered said they must 
prevent the- break-up of Britain 
and the undermining of the United 
Kingdom. 

Those who sougbr to govern an 
independent Scotland could. not 
run away from -the need, to finance 
their own defence forces, or the 
need to provide service?, inevitably 
uneconomic, to many isolated com¬ 
munities in the --highlands and 
islands. 

Today SNP members preferred 
to . ignore these problems and 
together with Welsh nationalists 
used every move towards devolu¬ 
tion as an opportunity to press for 
more in pursuit of their declared 
objective of complete independ¬ 
ence. The House must recognize 
this determination. 

A strong body of opinion in 
Scotland was pressing for change. 
As a Conservative be believed the 
state and Government existed to 
serve the individual and that insti¬ 
tutions should develop gradually to 
meet changing needs and the 
demands of the individuals they 
served. 

He feared the resentment in 
Scotland which would be caused by 
refusal ro act at all would present 
its own dangers ip precipitating 
the break-up of the Urated King¬ 
dom.

The Secretary of State had no 
power of veto, though this had 
been suggested. It was the House 
which had this power where there 
was trouble io relation to general 
policy. Under devolution which in¬ 
volved giving powers to an assem¬ 
bly, legislative or executive, tbc 
sovereign Parliament must have 
foe- right to intervene through 
reserve powers. It might be that, 
presentationally, foe Government 
had not dealt with this all that 
well. They were ready to look at it 
however. 

Labour had never said they 
would depart from foe principle of 
foe political and economic integ¬ 
rity of the United Kingdom, Every 
appeal by the Scottish nationalists 
was based on figures foat could nor 
be borne out. 

He did not think tbat tbe 
country wanted a federal solution. 
The country wanted to retain foe 
unity of tbe United Kingdom. 

There will be continuing discus¬ 
sions the said) and exchanges of 
ideas, but we cannot and will not 
vote for anything foat leads us 
towards separation.

The ‘crime’ of Donald Woods and what goes by the 

name of justice in South Africa 


, I see that a Mr Donald Woods has 
' been sentenced to six months’ impris- 
*• oomcnt. This comes as no surprise 

* * to me, I can tell you; 1 have known 
‘ ’ the man for a good many years, and 
1 ■ from the minute Z first set eyes on 

■ him I have been quite certain chat 
■ face like his would sooner or later 
end up behind bars. Indeed, In my 
opinion he should count hinwoif 
doubly lucky; first, to have stayed 

• out of chokey as, long as he has, and 

* second to have beeo done for -only 
half a year when he was finally 
rumbled. For Mr Donald Woods is 

"u white South African, the editor of 

a fine and liberal newspaper (the 

• East London Daily Dispatch), and 
the crime for which he has been sen¬ 
tenced is that, on divers occasions 
and with other persons not in custody, 
he did knowingly and wilfully uphold 
the cause of humanity, dignity, 

■ honesty and decency, contrary to the 
repeatedly expressed wishes of a 
state which insists that all four be 
constantly trampled underfoot. 

Mr Woods was charged under. 
Ruction 83 of South Africa’s Criminal 
Procedures Act. and to understand 
the background of the case it is 
r.ccessary to begin by going back to 
l’J64. In that, year, there was an 
! attempt to intimidate by violence 
the author Mr Alan Paton, then as 
now an implaccable foe of injustice 
in South Africa and elsewhere. Any¬ 
one who knows Mr Paton knows that 
he would be about as easy to intimi- 
; date as the Himalayas; but the man 
who smashed the windscreen of.his 
car obviously did not know that. He 
was a policeman, in the state secu¬ 
rity organization named Hattingh, 
and there was an eye witness to his 
crime. This was a fellow-member of 
the security police who subsequently 
left that notorious organization—went 
straight, you might say. The witness 
is Cast London City Councillor Mr 
Donald Card. 

Now from the time of the Paton 
incident Donald Woods has made it 
his and his paper's business to look 
into the excesses-oE the South African 
security police, who have been 
repeatedly responsible for brutality 
and crime oE various lands; their 
worst single action was the kicking 
to death, in 1969, of the respected 
Muslim leader, ‘the Imam Haron, 
while he was in custody. (They 
claimed he fell down the stairs. 1 But 
when independent medical evidence 
became available, the Government 
hastily settled out of court, with a 
substantial payment, the case brought 
hv the Imam's widow. There is, in¬ 
cidentally, no suggestion that 


Hattingh was in any way involved 
in that particular crime.) 

-Donald Woods, like any other out¬ 
spoken opponent of the South 
African Government's policies, has 
been a marked man for years; he has 
been repeatedly threatened by the 
authorities and their supporters, 
being accused of, among other things, 
treason and M incitement to revolu¬ 
tion" (for cridcmne unjust laws), 
and a member of his newspaper’s 
printing staff was approached by 
security police who wanted someone 
to spy on him. (His .very character¬ 
istic response was to say: “I was 

more amused than angered,, having 
nothing to fear, nothing to hide, 
a daily newspaper in which my 
political standpoint is published 
openly every morning”.) On top of 
that, he has incurred the regime's 
implacable enmity by bringing no 
fewer than six successful libel actions 
against its adherents or supporters, 
including one against a Cabinet 
- Minister, Mr Ben Schoeman, who 
called him “ the sort of percon who 
incites longhaired communist scum 
overseas to attack South African 
sportsmen ” ; since the statement was 
a plain lie and Schoeman knew .it 
was, even a South African court had 
to award Mr Woods substantial 
damages for that. And on top of 
everything else, his newspaper is the 
only daily in South Africa which has 
more black than white readers, which 
naturally causes those whose in¬ 
justice it exposes to fear its influence 
and effect. 

' The scene now shifts to King Wil¬ 
liam's Town, and the time to last 
year. There is in South Africa an 
admirable organization called the 
Black Community Programme; this 
is run by young blacks who, while 
beeping strictly‘with in the law, offer 
Africans self-betterment projects of 
various kinds. Such an organization, 
whose members, in Donald Woods's 
words, work “ to uplift and help their 
people", naturally incurs the hos¬ 
tility oF the state, and in any society 
like South Africa there will be 
zealots who are only too glad to put 
official attitudes into vicious prac¬ 
tice. The King William's Town branch 
of the BCP was broken into: furni¬ 
ture was slashed, typewriters broken 
and a duplicating machine stolen. But 
there was an eye witness to this 
action, too, who told Donald Woods 
that one of the criminals involved 
.was security policeman Hattingh. 

Mark now what Mr Woods did. 
and tell me if you do not think that 
South African tyranny has opponents 
better than it deserves. Instead of

publishing an expose, demanding the 
prosecution of the guilty, he spoke 
privately (in the course of an inter¬ 
view) to General van den Bergh, 
director of the Bureau of State 
Security, and the nexr day to Mr 
James Kruger, the Minister,of Jus-- 
tice ; to bom of these he made clear 
that he was not seeking to instigate 
the prosecution of Hattingh, but only 
his restraint. He told them that the 
policeman’s conduct warranted 
serious reprimand; since the inter¬ 
views were confidential and infor¬ 
mal, he assumed they would consider 
the matter and take whatever action 
they thought appropriate. As Donald 
put it later in court: 

I had raised -the matter in a confiden¬ 
tial discussion with the country’s chief 
security officer, and I did not want to 
abuse his hospitality by making my visit 
the cause of public embarrassment to 
bis service. My only concern was that 
these bullying actions by the culprit 
should be Immediately stopped. 

That was by no means all, for he 
went on: 

1 stated further that the more privately 
tiie man could be dealt with, the better 
it would be for race relations in the 
area, because not all blacks in the 
Eastern Cape know of the tilings he 
had done as a security policeman, and 
I undertook to publish nothing further 
on the matter if the situation could be 
rectified. 

And as if he had not leaned over 
far enough backwards (as we shall 
shortly see, he hadn’t) to make it 


clear that he was acting entirely as 
an honourable man willing to believe 
that he was dealing with other 
honourable men, -and that by doing 
so he could gee a grave iniquity put 
right without burring anybody, he 
revealed that * 

I actually put it . . . that the man may 
have laboured under the delation that 
he was serving his country toy bullying 
liberals, and that if he received a clear 
indication from above that such actions 
were strongly condemned by his 
superiors this would be beneficial to an 
concerned. 

General ~van den Bergh and the 
Minister of Justice made clear that 
they were disturbed by what Donald 
bad told them, and, as he put. it, 
“ responded correctly and favourably 
to what amounted to an expression 
of mist and cooperation by a con¬ 
cerned citizen”; Gen feral van den 
Bergh added that he would raise the 
matter with the senior officer directly 
in charge of the security police, 
. General Geldenhuys. And in that, at 
" any rate, he kept bis word, for shortly 
afterwards, Donald was invited to re¬ 
peat his allegations to members of 
the security branch. He did so in a 
memorandum to General Geldenhuys, 
and was immediately asked to put it 
in the form of a sworn statement. 
This, since it was true, he did, though 
be was surprised at the request, for 
the whole point of his action had 
been to get the matter dealt with 
informally, and his dear understand¬ 
ing from General van den Bergh and 
the Minister was that it would be. 
He was soon to learn better, and 
to learn again that in countries like 
South Africa (and the Soviet Union, 
which in such matters it so closely 
resembles) it is not those who com¬ 
mit the state's crimes, and injustices 
who are punished, but their victims. 
For Donald Woods was then told that, 
unless he disclosed the names of his 
informants, a subpoena would be 
issued to compel him to. 

Donald then got in touch with his 
informants. Councillor Card, who had 
witnessed the Paton incident, was 
willing to be named; the person who 
had seen the break-in ax the BCP 
premises was not, knowing that he 
would be victimized. Mr Woods ex¬ 
plained the situation to the security 
police, maintained his refusal to give 
the name of the informant who was 
unwilling for it to be disclosed, and 
was prosecuted. 

In court, he again refused to dis¬ 
close the name of the witness, “ not 
only because of the journalistic code 
of ethics,-but because of his special 
circumstances which render him 
particularly vulnerable . . .”. He 


further explained exactly how the 
matter bad come to light, made clear 
the terms on which, he'had spoken to 
General van den Bprgh’- and, the 
Minis ter, and stressed his belief that 
they had behaved properly in their 
response to his statements to' them. 
Then, however,' he . turned his' 
attention to General Geldenhuys: 
Hts attitude towards me . has not been 
the attitude of a 1 state official welcom¬ 
ing the cooperation of a concerned 

Hriwm. Since my memorandum to -him 
there - has not- been a word of acknow¬ 
ledgement; from Mm*, not a single com- 
' munication expressing appreciation or 
further inquiry or suggestion of special 
protection or indemnity for witnesses 
or any direct proposal which - might 
facilitate the rectification uf' something 
wrong in bis department, in .the spirit 
in which my help was offered .... it 
seems to me. that I now face punish¬ 
ment for accusing a. member of his 
sta f f of criminal vandalism, and that the 
manner in which he chose to handle 
entire affair suggests an a ttemp t to 
Intimidate . me. . I give General 
Geldenhuys, through tins court, the 
assurance that the attempt is unsuccess¬ 
ful ... we who incur his ire are not 
automatically terrified into submission by 
It . . I now face the prospect of going 
to gaol for trusting officials of the 
' state with confidential suggesti ons 
motivated not only by concern for race 
relations in Sooth .Africa, bat by the 
stated wish of the Government to 
such matters .with delicacy and tact. 

The magistrate, a Mr Oosthuysen, 

- then sentenced bfm to' six: months. 
He immediately gave notice of appeal, 
and was released on bail pending its 
hearing, which is expected to be in 
February or early March. He is 
unlikely to win it. 

Apologists for South Africa often 
complain that that country is unfairly 
treated, its faults being exaggerated 
and its virtues ignored. But such a 
story as I have just recounted needs 
no exaggeration; indeed, it is 
difficult to see how it could be 
exaggerated. And the remedy for the 
criticism _ South -Africa incurs is, 
after all, in South Africa's own hands, 
not in those of the critics. I .am 
reminded of a verse by Sagittarius, 
written in the thirties as a comment 
on a complaint by Hitler against 
what- he called the “lies and 
calumnies" about. Nazi Germany 
printed in democratic countries, u 
only needs the name of the country 
changed to bring it fully up to date: 

You cannot paint the lily, nor 

The violet perfume, • , 

You cannot gild a golden are 

Nor blacken midnight gloom ....

First of a two-part survey of the Conservative Party’s responsibilities in opposition 

Foreign policy must be based on the full use of our influence 


In an article last August, I 
>jid: “The broad stream of 
British foreign policy should 
not be sharply diverted with 
every change of government, 
for the national interest does 
not change, much as it needs 
to adapt to external rincum- 
Mances. In these circum¬ 
stances, the primary function 
of Opposition is to exercise 
vigilance, to keep a critical 
eye on the performance of the 
Government, to chide when it 
displays tardiness or lack of 
vision, to suggest when new 
ideas are needed, and openly 
to support where support is 
justified and necessary.'* 

The montlis that have fol¬ 
lowed have only strengthened 
inv conviction chat this is the 
right approach. An Opposition 
should not seek to exploit 
foreign policy solely as a step¬ 
ping-stone to power. When it 
obtains power, it will have to 
wrestle with the self-same 
problems. An Opposition is 
hound tu do all it can to frus- 
:rjto the Government in 
domestic affairs, particularly 


when, as is true at present, the 
Government is committed to a 
disastrous partisan course. 

But when It comes to Britain's 
dealings with other countries, 
the Opposition must wash to 
see the Government succeed, 
so long os it is defending Bri¬ 
tish interests, and doing $o in 
a manner which takes into 
account <not merely short-term 
expediency but long-term 
necessity and rite needs of 
national security. 

We are right to point' out 
how much the Government's 
economic policy has weakened 
Britain's stance in foreign 
' affairs and has muted. Bri¬ 
tain's voice and how its 
repeated and ill-judged reduc¬ 
tions in defence expenditure 
has gravely reduced our ability 
to protect our national in¬ 
terests. Our purpose, must be 
to try to ensure that, so far 
as passible, the Government 
pse what influence Britain jstill 
wields for fruitful ends. 

The two great events of 1975 
were the Referendum on mem¬ 
bership of the EEC, and the 
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Helsinki Conference. On both 
these issues the Opposition 
found itself ranged alongside 
the Government, or, at any 
rate, the majority of the 
Government. The Conservative 
Party probably made the great¬ 
est contribution to the highly 
successful -result of the EEC 
Referendum. As lor Helsinki, 
we welcomed the purpose of 
detente, because to do any¬ 
thing else would have been 
crazy, while wanting very 
dearly that nothing that hap¬ 
pened there could possibly jus¬ 
tify the West in Jetting down 
its guard. The proof of the 
Helsinki pudding came in the 
eating thereof. 

Since the summer, a surpris¬ 
ing quiet has descended in 
some of the world’s trouble 
spots, while others, especially 
Angola and Lebanon, have sud¬ 
denly emerged. Portugal now 
seems more stable than at one 
time it seemed we could hope. 
Little has been heard recently 
of the dispute between Greece 
and Turkey, or of. the position 
in Cyprus. There is no sign of 
■ real progress, but on die other 
hand I think ~we can draw 
comfort from the well estab¬ 
lished principle that it is the 
things that go wrong that ore 
newsworthy and solid, if un¬ 
spectacular, progress seldom 
gets the headlines. 

In Rhodesia, there does seem 


The Concorde, a fast and ex¬ 
pensive aeroplane, makes its 
first commercial (if that is an 
appropriate ward) flight today. 
You might think that informa¬ 
tion superfluous. Who, after the 
build-up of recent weeks, could 
remain unaware of this historic 
event ? 

Some 83 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation are unaware of it, if a 
sample poll we took yesterday 
is any guide. My reporter Alan 
Hamilton made it easy for them, 
too, by conducting the poll out-' 
side the British Airways office 
in Regent Street, London. He 
interviewed 30 people, and he 

reports: 

In answer to my question 
“Do you realise why tomorrow 
is a great day for Britain ? ” 
Only five knew* immediately that 
I was referring to Concorde, in - 
spice of the fact that behind 
me in the British Airways 
window a television set was 
showing endless shots of the 
Big Silver Bird in flight. 

Eleven people were posi lively 
against the project. Of the 
remainder, 12 were whole¬ 
heartedly in favour, and seven 
showed a reluctant acceptance 
of the aircraft's existence. 

A businessman 'on his way 
to book a subsonic flight to 
Chicago thought the inaugural 
had already taken place. 

Another businessman said: 
“What’s the good of cutting a 
couple of hours off the flight 
to Bahrain when you still have 
to fight your wav to Heathrow 
and put up with all sorts of 
delays when you get there? I 
think there may hare been some 
merit in the project when it was 
begun, but it casnot possibly be 
worth wbat it is costing now.” 

Almost nobody thought faster 
travel was an advantage in 
itself. Most of those in favour, 
however, thought the aircraft 
would provide a boost for 
British prestige and morale- 

A housewife, when asked if 


to H>e a more genuine attempt 
at discussion and agreement 
between Mr Smith and Mr 
Nkomo than seemed likely a 
'few months ago. 

Two new and disturbing 
developments have been the 
renewed dispute with Iceland, 
and the very dangerous situa¬ 
tion. in Angola- In both cases 
the Conservative Opposition 
has endeavoured to play a con¬ 
structive role. It is difficult to 
criticize the Government for 
protecting the interests of Bri¬ 
tish subjects, and there is no 
doubt that it has been doing 
its duty in providing protec¬ 
tion -to British fishermen who 
are harassed by the Icelandic 
Navy when peacefully pursuing 
their perfectly legal occupa¬ 
tion. But it was ri^ic also for 
us to point out the long-term 
dangers of deadlock between 
Britain and Iceland, and the 
alienation of international sym¬ 
pathy involved io a dispute be- 
.tween a very large power and 
a very small power. • 

We suggested that it might 
be helpful to appoint some dis¬ 
tinguished international figure 
to act as a_mediator between 
the two countries. a How much 
better for Britain if they had 
accepted our suggestion then. 
How much conflict and appa¬ 
rent climb-down would nave 
been avoided. 

We also pur forward a pro¬ 


posal designed to help In 
Angola. We pointed out that 
American policy had been 
paralyzed by the dispute be¬ 
tween Confess and the 
Administration, and that in 
these dretzmstances a very 
special responsibility devolved 
upon Europe, and we sug¬ 
gested that Britain, together 
with her EEC coHeegues, 
should try and set up a con¬ 
ference of ail interested 
parties in Africa and elsewhere 
to find a solution. Alas, there 
has been little or no sign of 
any government response or of 
any government action while 
the situation has grown stead¬ 
ily more critical. 

Ihefe is considerable evi¬ 
dence that a gap has been 
developing 1 between Govern¬ 
ment and Opposition on a 
number of _ issues of foreign 
policy.

Sir, The preamble to your article 
(Jan 16) about the SAS says “a 
statement dispelling all the mystery 
about them is long overdue”. The 
cryptic styling of the writer of the 
article as “A Special Correspond¬ 
ent who has served with the Army 
in Ulster” will-do little towards 
that end. 

The Special Correspondent says 
that the SAS has enemies in the 
Regular Army. Small wonder, when 
those who claim to be informed 
attribute special qualities to die 
SAS, as your Special Correspondent 
has done, such as “toughness, deter¬ 
mination and intense pride in their 
regiment”. Do these experts not 
appreciate-that every unit of the 
British Array is dedicated to these 
particular qualities, which they 
would regard as a sine qua non of 
military effectiveness ? 

Your Special Correspondent lays 
claim on behalf of the SAS to an 
ability to operate in small patrols 
and stay out for several days at a 
time; activities for which “the 
ordinary infantry regiment does not 
have the training nor are infantry 
men of foe right calibre It would 
be interesting to know which com¬ 
manding officer of an ''ordinary 
infantry regiment ” would agree 
with that statement. 

After all, with the exception of 
Korea, the Army has done practic¬ 
ally nothing else in the way of 
fighting since!

This, although it 
has the merit of extreme simplicity, 
would idinost certainly be unaccept¬ 
able to most workers because of the 
large absolute size of tbe increases 
which top sal ary-earn ers would 
receive (even though most of these 
increases would accrue to the Inland 
Revenue). Thus one must consider 
various more complex combinations 
ot a percentage and a flat rate 
increase. 

Two combinations -which should 
be avoided are, firstly, a flat rate 
increase plus a percentage increase 
and, secondly the option of a flat 
rate increase or a percentage 
increase, whichever is the larger in 
each individual case. Both would 
cause a further narrowing of pro¬ 
portional pay relativities at low and 
middling income levels. I very' much 
doubt if such a policy could be 
enforced. Skilled manual, super¬ 
visory, and technical staff are an 
extremely powerful group, and they 
ar£ strongly attached to their cusro- 
mary proportional relativities which 
have already been eroded by the £6 

limit. 

A much more promising policy is 
die option of a flat rate increase or 
a percentage increase, whichever is 
the smaller in each individual case; 
for example, 7 per cent subject to 
a maximum absolute increase of £10 
per week. This too would compress 
proportional relativities, but only at 
high income levels. In my example, 
it would leave proportional relativi¬ 
ties between people earning less 
than about £7,500 per annum un¬ 
altered. 

This type of policy would. I think, 
command a very wide range of sup¬ 
port, although the size of the per¬ 
centage increase and the size of the 
flat rate maximum are matters for 
debate. I do not maintain that it 
would be perfectly just, but I do 
believe that it would work.

Tenant-farms 

From Sir Charles Mou-Radclyife 
Sir, Mr Alan Beith (January 14) is 
labouring under two misconcep- 
.cions. The first is that there is no 
difference between current practice 
and legal entitlement. While it is 
happily true that on many large 
ana well-managed estates it is still 
the practice to give preference to 
the son of a tenant to carry on when 
his father dies, there is a world of. 
difference between this tradition 
which at least preserves some right 
of option for the landlord and 
legislation which removes any 
option irrespective of his age or 
financial or other circumstances. 

The second misconception which 
will cause many bank managers to 
raise their eyebrows is that tenant 
farmers can carry on happily from 
one generation to another, whether 
or not the landlord has the neces¬ 
sary capital available for mainten¬ 
ance and improvements. 

Landlord “ bashing ” has been a 
popular sport for politicians of all 
parties for a Jong rime, but this 
process has now reached the stage 
when, under the normal laws of 
cause and effect, the tenant shares 
the “ bashing ” as well. 

The new clause tabled for ihe 
Committee Stage of the Agriculture 
(Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill will 
have just that effect unless subs tan. 
tiaHy amended. The young farmer 
who is not the sew of a tenant and 
who is anxious to rent a farm be¬ 
cause he is unable to raise the 
capital to buy one (and there are 
many in this category), will come 
home empty-handed.. AH further. 
supplies of tenanted land will dry' 
up. 


Since the landowner receives no 
tax concessions in respect of ex¬ 
penditure cm tenanted land and has 
to pay the investment surcharge on 
rents therefrom, he is already oeang 
obliged by sheer economic forces 
to cut back to the bone any capital 
expenditure on his tenanted farms, 
for otherwise he will merely be 
piling up a greatly increased tax 
liability on his death. The better 
yon maintain your property the 
more you are clobbered by the 
Chancellor at the end of the day— 
a most stimulating slogan for in¬ 
creased. home-grown food produc¬ 
tion. 

No one would envy the task of 
the Agricultural Land Tribunal 
under the proposed new clause. 
Whar view, for instance, would it 
be likely to take where a land- 
owner farming, say, 600 acres -him¬ 
self wishes to take in hand a 400 
acre farm where the tenant has just 
died, in order to qualify for the 
much vaunted concessions under the 
CTT clauses in respect of the “ ceil¬ 
ing ” of 1,000 acres “ in hand ”? Is 
the landowner to be barred by sub¬ 
sequent legislation from obtaining 
tax concessions to which he would 
otherwise be entitled under the 
Finance Act because the deceased 
tenant's soa. grandson or grand¬ 
daughter wanted to carry on «'e 
tenancy ? No doubt Ladbri.kes 
would give us the adds !

From riie Director of Christian Aid 
Sir, Somewhat strangely, you choose 
in your issue of January 19 to mark 
the beginning of the Week of Prayer 
for Christian Unity by a prominent 
report of an attack on the largest 
ecumenical enterprise in these 
islands—Christian Aid. 

Journalistic freedom to publish 
supposed revelations of abuse and 
inefficiency is a valuable corrective 
in our society. The freedom must 
be matched by a high degree of 
responsibility in a newspaper of 
your standing. The Times has given 
circulation to allegations by a for¬ 
mer member of staff, a supported 
only by reference to a single other 
named person, which could (if -be¬ 
lieved) damage a major charity in 
its work for the world’s needy. 

Only two allegations are factual. 
I have, In fact, been Director of 
Christian Aid since July last and 
not July 1974, as you state in error, 
but my enquiries would refute the 
suggestion that a large number of 
deaths in Lazaret Camp was the 
responsibility of failure on the part 
of Christian Aid. A Christian Aid 
staff member who bad - been with 
Mr Smith ers in the Sahel enquired 
about this from Mr Arnulf Tjogcn, 
the Norwegian Red Cross official 
who had been in charge of the 
camp. Mr Tjugen confirmed that 
the children had rragically died fol¬ 
lowing epidemics after an over¬ 
whelming influx of refugees. He 
doubted if any outside help could 
have averted the situation. 

.Regarding the delays in the trans- 
mission of "money to Ethiopia, your 
own report supplies the explanation 
of bank difficulties oversea. For 
this Christian Aid can cany no re¬ 
sponsibility ; as soon as the failure 
of the money to arrive was known, 
immediate action was taken. Since 
the project whs jointly funded with 
another agency whose funds were 
already ro hand, the delay was with¬ 
out adverse effect. 

Beyond these two facts oil is asser¬ 
tion "of personal opinion, save for 
the suggestion that Mr Smithers's 
files could reveal other failures. 
Was a sample given when he was 
interviewed on The World At One 
on Monday, following your article ? 
Then a passage graphically 
described our foolish funding of a 
cattle-breeding project in Lesotho 
solely for the purpose of the 
bride-price. The simple fact. Sir, is 
that ve have no record whatever of 
funding any such project. 

The major issue is our method 
of working. As far as I know, every 
aid agency of the churches through¬ 
out the world works like Christian 
Aid through indigenous Christian 
partners wherever possible. Are we 
ell wrong and Mr Smithers right? 
Or may ir be that Christian Aid— 
like our fellow-agencies in Germany, 
Holland, the USA and elsewhere— 
has learned a sensitivity in giving 
aid that prevents it being a form of 
neo-colonialism ? 

Christian councils oversea can 
certainly vary in capacity. We draw 
our advice from people with a far 
longer experience in these matters 
than Mr Smithers's short and some¬ 
what turbulent period of service 
with Christian Aid afforded him. 
They are by no means unaware of 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
these partners, and make allowance 
for them when considering projects. 

On learning of your proposed 
article, I wrote to you offering 
total openness of every part of onr 
organization to full journalistic 
investigation. We have nothing 
whatever to hide. You were 
apparently not able to avail yourself 
of this. Our files would have shown 
that discussion of Mr Smithers's 
continued service on our staff Jong 
preceded any question of his 
resignation.

Commuter rail services 

From Mr Jim Daly 
Sir, Sir Richard Marsh's public 
thoughts about basic railway facts 
deserve the full discussion which 
he obviously wishes ro promote. 

In the past he has insisted that to 
slim down raid passenger operations 
to the profitable infer-dry services 
and hive off from the sod ally neces¬ 
sary commuter services to regional 
transport agencies would be wrong. 
He said it would mean the “ Bal¬ 
kanization ” of BR’s empire. The 
question is would that really be a 
bad thing ? . 

Tbe Government has created six 
passenger transport authorities in 
lin e with the metropolitan counties 
in addition to the GLC and its 
special relationship to London 
Transport. These authorities are to 
plan transport through their regions 
and they have passenger transport 
executives to provide operational 
■services—but only by bus. Why on 
earth should the vital commuter 
rail services remain outsid e their 
control and within that of an organi¬ 
zation so clearly frustrated by the 
foaancia] consequences of having to 
provide it ? 

But if British Real abandons com¬ 
muters i? it seriously proposed 
that no provision will be made ? 

That kind of absurdity might well 
occur to some elements in the DoE 


whose lunacy for academic fads and 
fashion has recently been illustra¬ 
ted in Professor Hall's crazy scheme 
to pave over miles of excellent com¬ 
muter track and transport commu¬ 
ters in buses we don’t possess. 

Why can’t the Government accept. 
Sir Richard's crucial point that it 
is self deluding to issue directives 
which are impossible to achieve for 
reasons that are well documented 
and which is common experience in 
every major transit system in the 
world ? 

Urban commuter public transport 
must be integrated and regiortally 
based. The financial formula for its 
control must be related to this fact 
and kept quite separate from inter¬ 
regional or national network ser¬ 
vices which are the proper func¬ 
tion of British Rail. That way Sir 
Richard would be given the terms of 
reference he demands and be free 
of die problems the system currently 
restrains him from solving. 

Central and regional government 
could then between them attend 
to the question of commuter ser¬ 
vices and negotiate the financial 
basis for their provision.

those who are disadvantaged by 
disability to have access to the same 
facilities as their sighted peers. 

More than 1,200 people are active 
members of the Guild of Blind 
Gardeners, which is administered 


by the Royal National Institute for 
the Blind, and we know, from the 
letters that are received from 
members of the guild, that they 
obtain many prizes and awards at 
horticultural shows. I mention this 
to emphasize that.blindness does not 
prevent these people from achieving 
a high level or competence as 
gardeners, and taking part in the 
activities of local societies. 

As Lord Snowdon emphasizes, 
blind people often wish to do things 
that sighted people take for 
granted. Ic is not prejudice, but 
the thoughtlessness and lack of 
understanding of the needs and 
aspirations of seriously handicapped 
people that have created barriers 
which frustrate us, .

Chaplin brings East and West together 


Bombay 
You mighr eTiinlr that Tnrfia had 
enoo^i problems without an In- 
ternatioual film Festival (mid 
yon would readily find Indians 
to agree with you) ; but in fact 
India is, of all places, the most, 
laical centre for a festival and 
the country most likely to gain 
from one. The Indian film in¬ 
dustry, centred mainly in Bom¬ 
bay, Calcutta and Madras, 5s 
now the biggest in the world. 
India has perhaps the only film 
industry today that ran still 
look confidently forward to con¬ 
tinuing prosperity and expan¬ 
sion. . 

T3ris year for the-first time, 
the film industry took an active 
part in the festival organisation, 
alongside the Government, u 
in part reflects the mutual 
dependence of the Congress 
Party and big business upon, 
each other’s good wiB, it also 
indicates the industry’s grow¬ 


ing recognition of die value of 
festivals- The festival chairman, 
Mr GL P. Sippy, who is perhaps 
the Indian gqtrfvalent of the 
late Louis B. Mayer (to whom 
be even bears a remarkable 
physical resemblance), is insis¬ 
tent on India's need to enter 
the world film scene and on her 
potential to capture die same 
sort of international market as 
Hongkong has done. 

Producers of perhaps less 
ambitious vision tend to reap a 
faster festival harvest. .Plag¬ 
iarism is a well-established 
tradition in the Indian cinema, 
and within no time at all'after 
The Godfather opened the 1975 


DeSti Festival, an Indian adap¬ 
tation, copied almost scene by 
scene, was doing the rounds. 
After Cabaret, no doubt a Hindi 
SaDy.Bowies son the cards. 

The Bombay audience at large 
showed notable enthusiasm for 
the festival shows, though the 
films that most reliably packed 
die theatre, revealed unequivo¬ 
cally bow effedvely strict cen¬ 
sorship generates prurient curi¬ 
osity about sex and violence. 
Any film with the vaguest pro¬ 
mise of nudity created a lively 
black market in tickets. Indig¬ 
nation at a film like A Handful 
of Lave which did not live up 
to the promise of its tide was 
the more alarming since a week 
or so earlier the audience burnt 
down a cinema showing The 
Murder of Fred Hampton, in 
distppointinent at not actually 
being shown a killing. 

If the main festival pro¬ 
gramme could offer few novel¬ 
ties* to European delegates 
(some of. the entries were as 
must as eight years old), it was 
still illuminating to see films. 
like State of Siege or And Now 
for Something Completely Dif¬ 
ferent , or Mahler or Shuji 
Terayama’a Throw Away Your 
Books—Lefs Go into the 
Streets In (his new and strange 
context Cabaret, for instance, 
was ■ generally deemed to . be 
short on plot, while The Con¬ 
versation proved entirely mys¬ 
tifying to a large part of an 
audience remote from the 
Watergate experience. 

If the retrospective of British 
Film a Generation Ago (Reed, 


Powell, Charles Crichton, 
Thorold Dickinson, Alexander 
Mackendrick) was accepted 
with polite indifference, a 
Women in Cinema event stirred 
keen • debate. With Indira 
Gandhi as premier it is perhaps 
small wonder that Indian 
women assume their proper 
role with distinctly greater 
assurance and urbanity than 
their more anxious Western 
counterparts. 

For the Western visitor, in¬ 
evitably, the major value of an 
Indian festival is the encounter 
with the native cinema, which 
I will deal with in a later 
article. A few individual entries 
nevertheless offered points of 
special interest. As the first 
film from Pakistan to partici¬ 
pate in an Indian festival Javed 
Jabber’s Beyond the Last Moun¬ 
tain had a singular diplomatic 
import; and Bombay feted the 
occasion appropriately. Jabbar 
is a young man of intelligence 
and outstanding charm and 
diplomacy. It is only a pity 
that his first feature film— 
breaking new ground in the 
Pakistani cinema by its use of 
location shooting and a very 
young and largely untried team. 
of collaborators—is not better. 
Promise of some kind of politi¬ 
cal reflection quickly subside 
into a rather ordinary and spun- 
out mystery story. Epigramma¬ 
tic dialogue suggests that Jab- 
bar woulcj have been happier 
writing a novel; while the 
visual approach shows the 
extent to which a career in 


advertising leaves its mark. The 
final misfortune was to show a 
rather-laboriously written and 
spoken English-language ver¬ 
sion: Urdu and subtitles might 
not have been so totally com¬ 
promising. 

So many of the films, and the 
audience's reaction to them, 
brought out the differences: but 
with Richard Patterson’s The 
Gentleman Tramp you were re¬ 
assured once more that we are 
all one world. Watching frag¬ 
ments of Shoulder Arms or The 
Kid in company with the joyous 
Indian audience, it was easy 
to appreciate that Chaplin really 
was, as they used to call him, 
the truly universal figure. 

Made with the collaboration 
of the Chaplins themselves, 
using their own home movies as 
well as new material shot in 
their Swiss home, the film is a 
loving and valuable tribute. 
There are things that we had 
forgotten: among the witch- 
hunters who hounded the great 
clown out of tiie United States 
a quarter of a century ago 
appears the beaming face of the 
young Richard Nixon. There 
are touching shots of the old 
giant in the sanctuary of his 
home in Vevey, recalling his 
childhood (“I had a hell of a 
time ”) : quietly singing a song 
'hi* mother taught him in Lon¬ 
don i" *"• Nineties: and totter¬ 
ing off. Dually, on the arm of 
his loyal and exquisite wife and 
cumpanion, into the twilight 
idyll of the Manoir de Ban.

Raid on asub-cultural honeycomb 

Cakewalk 
Hampstead

In the seediest hotel ever to 
grace as island paradise, Hamp¬ 
stead offers 90 minutes of 
smouldering passion, colourful 
local customs, and rum-soaked 
wisdom. (Specimen : “ You’re 
banring on by. your fingernails 
to ^window ledge of life”) 

Slumped behind his recep¬ 
tion desk. Unde. Paddy still 
has his wits about him when it 
comes to business. “ My room 
doesn’t suit me.” K 0f 
■it does, you look terrific in it. 
Bur most of his energy goes 
into pacifying the hor-biooded 
lady residents. Down in the 
kitchen is Juanita, whom he 
once rescued from under a tree. 
Aloft in her room sits_ Miss 
Lucy in a generously slit ice- 
blue skirt. Should Miss Lucy 
(“Pm a tiger underneath ”) 
drop her handkerchief for him 
there wiB be a savage crump 
from below as Juanita dismem¬ 
bers a cabbage with one Wow 
of her cleaver. 

Fortunately for Uncle Faddy 
‘the hotel boasts another poten- 


.. person of Heinrich, who is not 
above passing a few equestrian 
compliments in die _ intervals 
between mobilizing his private 
army and pouring drinks with a 
palsied hand. But that still 
leaves the problem of Clara, a 
disgruntled cabaret artiste who 
is demanding repatriation o* - 
p ain of exacting reprisals wra. 
a lawnmower. 

Farther than that I will not 
attempt to pursue the events 
of Cakewalk, a show (like its 
predecessor, The Doomdvckers? 
Ball) which has dearly come 
into existence to project the 
personalities of the company 
and their shared skill in paro¬ 
died cabaret The book is by 
the ex-Freehold author Roy 
Kift. But of no less importance 
is Hans Brown, presiding at the 
piano amid a pack of harmon¬ 
izing sombreros, and - pushing 
out country music, blues and 
bard jazz numbers that come 
Over as no less heartfelt 
through being turned inside 
out. 

. Fittingly,, the show ends with 
an evocation of ' .the Deep 
South. '‘Steamboat a’comin’ on 
the blue, blue water** chorus 
?the departing company, suit 
cases at- their feet, their misty- 
eyed expressions turning to 


alarm as the boat sails on past 
them. 

Three of the 'original doom- 
duckers have returned for this 
renewed raid on the sub¬ 
cultural honeycomb. As Uncle 
Paddy, Neil Johnston repeats 
his turn as an outstandingly 
„ compere, favouring 
the house with a mean, cracked 
smile in delivering bar-room 
home-truths, and shedding his 
crumpled character mask to 
react in electrocuted spasms to 
rhe big Brown sound. Mary 
Maddox likewise finds another 
spitfire outlet in Juanita, a 
flower in her hair and a knife 
on her thigh, demolishing 
oponents with a deadly 
fusillade of Latin vowels. Then 
there is Dinah Stabb, a 
Maenad trapped inside a_vicar’s 
daughter, hilariously timing her 
boat-burning gestures a second 
too late. 

The newcomers are Hugh 
Fraser, a fine exponent of} 
colonial DTs, and the Junoesque I 
Gaye Brown, a hugely extrovert I 
performer who always seems ! 
on the point of saying her feet i 
are killing her. _ In Michael j 
Rudman's production five oot* 
size personalities are combined 
in a joyously precise piece of 
teamwork, " . . 


My Name is Rosa 
Luxemburg 
Soho Poly 

Ned Chaillet 

The passion permeating Rosa 
Luxemburg’s letters and pam¬ 
phlets, which brought fife to a 
revolution, is occasionally 
enough to bring life to the 
Soho Foly*s lunchtime offering 
of • Marianne Auricoste’s My 
Name is Rosa Luxemburg, but 
the play's austere and dispas¬ 
sionate style—like a drama¬ 
tized lecture, or a television 
documentary of the 1950s— 
defeats all dramatic objectives 
except for the simple transmis¬ 
sion of some matters of fact. 
For 50 minutes Sue Todd’s pro¬ 
duction presents us with Rosa 
at her desk, where she writes 
letters and proclamations, or 
with Rosa standing in a corner, 
where, rather like a schoolboy, 
she endures her several periods 
of imprisonment. 

The letters, books and pam¬ 
phlets are announced simply by 
Mary McCusker as a narrator 
who also gives us the chronolo¬ 
gical details of Rosa’s life focus¬ 
ing mainly on the political 
development, but including 
aspects of ha* love life which 
were strongly interwoven with 
the politics. A singer, Maggie 
Nicois, representing at times 
the author’s voice and at times 
the heckling of the bourgeoisie,

recitative, alternatively- jazzy 
and dirge-like. 

Because the music is the only 
part of the production which* 
i& dramatic by intent, and not' 
better suited to the primed- 
page, the failure of the songs to 
distinguish themselves by lyrics 
or tunes is particularly disrup¬ 
tive. Some occasional half- 
rhymes, as lines break in their 
middle for effects, show a touch 
of linguistic adroitness in Pam 
Gems's translation, but more 
typically they rhyme all too 
obviously as, “Ids not just’ 
evolution I do mean revolu¬ 
tion l ” The tunes reflect the 
influences of the Marat!Sade 
chants, with a touch of West 
Side Story■ Miss Nicols’s deli¬ 
very is often strong vocally, but' 
too often bedecked with ges> 
tures which convey the heart¬ 
felt political commitments of a 
night-club singer. 

Ann Mitchell’s Rosa finally 
frees berself from the desk for 
a few of her revolutionary invo¬ 
cations, and gains some nice 
authority when she does, but 
addressing her invective only' 
to her fellow performers, and 
her comradely encouragement 
only to the audience, she re¬ 
ceives no effective response. 

My Name is Rosa Luxemburg 
is not a dramatic event, but a 
friendly recollection of the life 
of a very important woman. It 
does, however, suggest the pos¬ 
sibility of a powerful Luxem¬ 
burg oratorio in the hands of 
the right composer and lyricist. 


The Rhinegold 
Coliseum

The Ring round began for the 
second time at the Coliseum 
on Monday and a full house 
(again) hung on every word of 
a cast notable indeed for the 
excellence of its enunciation. 
With meaning so dear each par¬ 
ticipant, as in all good perform¬ 
ances or this work, made out a 
cogent case for his or her side 
of the argument. 

The gods found a new and 
forthright head in Raimund 
fieri ncx*s Wotan, a reading 
brimful of confidence that pro¬ 
jected an ambitious, no- 
nonsense leader of the, for the 
moment, ruling faction. Mr 
Herincx sang with a full, reson¬ 
ant tone that rang easily 
through the house, admirably 
even front top to bottom. 

Alberich, Woran’s antagonist, 
was also in new hands. Malcolm 
Rivers saw to it that the fight 
was a real struggle, even if the 
scales are unfairly weighted 
against him. Whether summon¬ 
ing his vassals, bullying the 


familiar Mime of Gregory 
Dempsey or pouring bis bale¬ 
ful curse of the ill-gotten gains 
wrenched so rudely from him, 
this was a portrayal both 
sinister and powerful. But this 
Alberich' musr beware of not 
protesting too much, thus 
becoming melodramatic, and so 
breaking his singing tine. 

Aon Howard returned to the 
role of Fricka, a formidable 
termagant who yet has the wit 
to comfort her husband in his 
hour of need. The part was 
sung wirh the right imperious¬ 
ness. Also commendable above 
ground was the frightened doll 
Freia of Anne Conoley, sung 
in a voice of considerable 
Wagnerian promise. 

In the river the Rhinemaidens 
of Valeri Masterson, Shelagh 
Squires and Helen Anfield sang 
with enough suave and sensu¬ 
ous tone to drag any Alberich 
to his eventual doom. But Emile - 
Beicourr’s Loge is still the 
dominating performance of tbe 
evening, at once craftv. 
plausible and . consistently 
north hearing. Charles 
Mackerras's conducting finelv 
blended energy .and sensitivity 
in a cogent, untiissy reading. 


London debuts 


The four hands of Genevieve 
Chinn and AJlen Brings gave a 

S ainstaking reading of Mozart’s 
onata in F, K497; unison pas¬ 
sages were carefully coor¬ 
dinated, trills neatly handed 
from one partner to the other. 
But in their somewhat inflex¬ 
ible matter-of-factness this 
American duo seldom pro¬ 
duced any real dialogue in a 
work which Einstein viewed as 
the croikning point of all 
Moran’s duo sonatas. Too 
often one sensed that the 
lower partner, Mr Brings, was 
the prime source of the musi¬ 
cal ideas, driving his pns- 
senger, changing gear and 
braking for her instead of 
with her. 

< With their keyboard posi¬ 
tions reversed, a happier 
balance was struck.. A move¬ 
ment from Petrushka , although 
heavy-handed, provided the 
most successful duo playing of 
the evening. But in Debussy’s 
“Six Epigraph es Antiques" 
rhey caught tittle of the subt¬ 
lety of these rainarures, which 
always hint obliquely and epi- 
grammatically, rather than 
state directly, and must, by 
any standards, prove an unwise 
concert opener. 

Another American pianist, 
Gail Berenson, arrived with a 
no less ambitious opener, Schu¬ 
bert’s late B flat Sonata, D960. 
But it did reveal Miss Beren- 
soo’s ability to draw and sus¬ 
tain broad paragraphs and suc¬ 
cessfully - handle music com¬ 
posed on a large canvas. 

But within the firm outlines, 
the most conspicuous _ omission 
was of a true pianissimo, a 
prerequisite for any Schubert 
performance if those magical 
suspended modulations and 
sudden drops in the dynamic- 
level are not to be missed. 
Miss Berenson was also handi¬ 
capped by an uncertain key¬ 
board touch which caused un¬ 
even phrasing from time to 
rime. But, this a pan, she con¬ 
trolled the profundities of the 
slow movement and boisterous 
passage work of the Scherzo 


well, playing, for the most 
part, with confidence. 

With the Liszt sonata, how¬ 
ever, Miss Berenson’s confi¬ 
dence' was, to be blunt, mis¬ 
placed. And, in this of all 
piano masterworks, the rather 
miserable performance which 
resulted does unfortunately 
encourage opinions contrary to 
the spirit of the Sex Discrim¬ 
ination Art. 

At 26, the "Indian pianist, 
_Hilla Khursedji possessed a 
suppleness and fluidity out of 
the ordinary. In both Bach and 
Schoenberg she drew u'elicarc, 
sensuous lines and. in Beet¬ 
hoven's Op 110 Sonata, the tran¬ 
sitions from wide-ranging tone 
colour in the Arioso to breathy 
whisper in the Fugues were 
beautifully sustained.

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Olympic Games 

IOC to disqualify any competitor 
who infringes advertising rule 



By John Hennessy 
Lord Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic Committee 
(IOC), has issued a sharp 
reminder to those involved In the 
Winter Olympics at Innsbruck next 
month that be and his present 
colleagues share the loathing of 
bis predecessor, Avery Brundage, 
for turning the Games into a trade 
fair. 

In a circular letter published in 
Lausanne yesterday (though 
distributed on Friday) Lord 
Killanin states quite baldly that 
competitors aod team officials will 

be disqualified “ if they display 
clothing or equipment conspicu¬ 
ously marked for -advertising 

purposes No doubt the IOC arc 
hoping to avoid the bitterness 
caused by last-minute (and later) 
disqualification of Alpine skiers 
at Sapporo four years ago. 

The circular says that “ the dis¬ 
play of any clothing or equipment 
such as shoes, skis, handbags, hats, 
etc, marked conspicuously for 
advertising purposes In any Olym¬ 
pic venue by participants, cither 
competitors, coaches or anyone 
else associated with the Olympic 
team In an official capacity, will 
normally result in an Immediate 
disqualification or withdrawal of 
credentials.” 

The letter also points out chat 
no “ participating athlete, trainer 
or official may be accredited or 
act as a journalist, radio or 
television commentator or photo¬ 
grapher.*' It may be recalled that 
Annie Faxuose, a French skier, was 
disqualified at Sapporo for taking 
part In broadcasts. 

The Tetter was sent to the 
organizing committee of Montreal 
as well as Innsbruck so that if 
Rossignol and Fischer (ski 
manufacturers) nay be the chief 
targets for attention next month, 
the same rale of course will apply 
to Adidas and Puma, feuding shoe 
manufacturers, next July.

Heavy snow during the 
competitions would dot only com¬ 
plicate the preparation of pistes 
at short notice, but aho impede 
the circulation of traffic.

New riding chances 
now open to women 


Gay Future dies during 
race at Wetherby 


Tie Stewards of tie Jockey 
Club .announced ygstte’ da y * that 
because of the provisions of tie 
Sex Discrimination Act. it xz6w. 
seems certain that girls employed 
in racing stables will no longer 
be able to ride in races unless 
they hold a fall professional or 
apprentices’ licence- 

Previously, they were permitted 
to ride in races for women 
jockeys, but under the terms of 
the new act, which became law on 
December 29, girls must be sub¬ 
ject to the same rules as male 
stable employees. 

The Act also appears to rule 
out races restricted to women rid¬ 
ers, making all amateur rases open 
to both men and women. The 
Stewards, however, are exploring 
the possibility of allowing an equal 
number of amarenr races for. each 
sex to be staged during the 1976 
season. Consultations -will take 
Place whh the Equal Opportuni¬ 
ties' Commission. 

Commencing on the changes, the 
senior steward of the Jockev Club, 
Lord Leverbohne, said : “ It is 
i Particularly bard on those girts 
who have been encouraged to work 
in raring stables on the basis of 
Betting a few rides in ladles* races 


e3Ch season. It also creates prob¬ 
lems for sponsors who have con¬ 
centrated on this particular type 
of race 

There are some areas of racing, 
however, which become open to 
women as a result of the new 
Act. The stewards say that women 
riders- are now able to apply for 
either -amateur or . professional 
licences in the same way as men. 
This- w3l apply to sceeplechasing 
and-hurdle raring as wen as flat, 
raring. t . 

Professional licences granted to. 
woman riders will qualify rbelr 
holders to compete on equal terms 
with male jockeys.' . 

Licences to ride in steeplechases 
and hurdle races, will be granted 
by the licencing-steward who will 
use the same criteria applied to 
male applicants. ' The stewards 
must be satisfied with the rider’s 
confidence, and all applications 
musr be accompanied-by a recom¬ 
mendation from a licenced trainer. 

No. licences are granted if the 
stewards are of the opinion that 
doing so is likely to endanger 
other riders or horses. Any neces¬ 
sary modifications to the Rules of 
Racing wiU be published by Febru¬ 
ary if.

Bretton Woods no bar to legitimate trading contracts 
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Wilson, Sinithett & Cope Ltd v 
Terruzzi 

Before Load Pen n ing, Master of 
tbe RoHs, Lord Justice Orswod 
and Lord Justice Shaw 

The praiskm is file Bretton 
Woods Agreement Order in Coun¬ 
cil, 1946, making • ” Exchange 
contracts which involve the cur¬ 
rency of any member and . . . 
are co n trar y to the exchange con¬ 
trol regulations of that’ member 
. . . unenforceable in the terri¬ 
tories of any member ” refers only 
to contracts to exchange the cur¬ 
rency of one country for the 
currency of another. It does not 
binder legitimate contracts for 
the sale of goods. 

lie Court of Appeal, jn reserved 
judgments, dismissed an appeal by 
tbe defendant. Signor Angelo 
Guido Te muri (trading as Ter- 
rozri MetalK) of Maa.it. Italy, from 
tbe judgment of Mr Justice Kerr 
CTfie Times, February S, 1975; 
[19751 2 WLR 1009) for £195,022 
in favour of the plaintiffs. Wilson, 
Snrithett & Cope Ltd, dealers on 
the London Metal Exchange. 

Leave to appeal to the House 
of Lords was refused. 

Mr Andrew Bateson, QC, and 
Mr Michael Tngendhat for Signor 
Terruzzi ; Mr Robert Alexander, 
QC. and Mr Peregrine Simon for 
Wuson, Snrethett. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said that Signor Terruzzi, dealer 
in metals in- Milan, was also, it 
seemed, a gambler hi differences. 
He' speculated on the rise, or fall 
in the price of metals. He did so 
in 1973 on the Loudon Metal Ex¬ 
change .in plain breach of tbe 
Italian laws of exchange control 
which provided that residents In 
Italy were not to come under 
obligations to non'residents save 
with ministerial authority. He 
never obtained permission. 

In his speculations Signor 
Terruzzi established an account 
with ‘Wilsbn, Smithett- He was 
Introduced CO them by titeir Milan 
agent. Signor Giuliani. All the 
transactions were In sterling on 
the standard contract forms of the 
London Metal Exchange. Some¬ 
times Signor Terruzzi was . a 

buB **: tirinktag that die pnee 
was likely to rise, be bought metal 
at a low price for delivery three 
rnnnthg aqgafl, got meaning to 
lake delivery but to sell it back 
to the dealers before the delivery 
date at a higher price and so shwv 
a profit on tes account with the 
London dealers. At other times 
he was a “bear?*: tbinldng that 

the price was IDcely to fall Ji* 
sold metal ** short *’ (which he 
bad not got) to the dealas at a 
high price for- ddfrwy three 
months dead, sot meaning to 
deliver it but attending to buy 
bade from die dealers a like quan¬ 
tity a t a tower price before the 
deEyery date ; so showing a profit 
in My account. 

Such contracts would haw been 
yarnin g contracts if both parties 
Sad never intended to make or 
accept delivery. They would not 
have bees enforced by the Eng lish 
Courts. But Wilson, Smith art were 
not parties to any such intention. 
They always intended to make or 
accept delivery according fb the 
c o n tra cts they made. As far as 
they were concerned tbe? were 
genuine commercial transactions. 
So they were enforceable by the 
jEn gBdi courts, eg Barnett a 
Srnker ((1925) 4 TLR 660); But 
they were not enforceable in the 
liaHaw courts because they 
Infringed the exchange controls. 

In the autumn of 1973 the price 


of zinc was very high. Signor 
Terruzzi, believing that it was 
much too high and likely to foil, 
made a series of contracts with 
Wilson, SmSthett to sett them 
1,200 tons of zinc for delivery In 
the "*»vt three months. He sold 
“ Aon ”, havihg no zinc to meet 
Ms obligations. His forecast was 
wrong. The price did not foD, ft 
rose steeply. Wilson, Smithett 
were anxious about his ability to 
meet bis obligation, and asked 
hi m to provide a deposit or 
“ margin ” of £50,000. 

On November 13. 1973, Signor 
Giuliani, on behalf of Wilson 
Smithett, met Signor Terruzzi at 
a Milan cafe. He told him the state 
of foe account- Signor Terruzzi 
flamed with anger, saying that he 
was not going to pay anything to 
foe dealers and they could take 
him to court. After frantic 
telexes, the dealers *’ dosed ” the 
contracts with him, as they were 
entitled to do. They sold Mm back 
the 1,200 tons of zinc at the ruling 
price. 

On January 10, 1974, Wilson, 
Smithett issued a writ against 
Signor Terruzzi claiming £195,022, 
the balance due to them- He 
obtained leave to deTend by swear¬ 
ing, quite nmnu’iiully, ’ that the 
transactions bad been carried out 
without Ms knowledge or 
authority. Then he said that the 
dealers had failed to advise Mm 
properly. , 

The trial opened dn October 
9. He came to London for the 
first day ; on Ms return to Italy 
he had a heart attack- - His de¬ 
fences crumbled. His only point 
was that the contracts were “.ex¬ 
change contracts ” and were un¬ 
enforceable by foe Bretton Woods 
Agreement. Mr Justice Kerr‘de¬ 
rided against him. He appealed. 

There was a conference at Bret¬ 
ton Woods, in foe United States, 
during foe Second World War, 
attended by foe members of foe 
Uniced Nations, to organize their 
monetary systems to meet foe 
post-war problems. Britain was 
represented by Lord Keynes and 
Sir Eric Beckett legal adviser, to 
foe Foreign Office. By ■ foe 
Articles of Agreement tbe Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund was 
established “ to promote Interna¬ 
tional monetary cooperation ” and 
“ to promote exchange stability ”. 

In 1945 Parhament passed an 
Act no give effect to tbe agree¬ 
ment and in 1946 an Order in 
Council gave the force of law 
to Article vni <2)fb). 

Tbe meaning of “ exchange con¬ 
trol " had riven rise to much con¬ 
troversy. There were two rival 
views. 

(1) Tbe view of Professor Nuss- 
bamn (59 Yale Law Journal. 426- 
427) that " exchange control ” was 
exclusively concerned with the 
hauHing of international media of 
payment as such: so that contracts 
involving securities or merchan¬ 
dise could not be considered as 
exchange contracts except when 
they were money transactions in 
disguise. That view accorded with 
the meaning given by Lord Rad- 
cliffe ia In re United Railways of 
HajBtma ([1961] AC 1007, 1059): 

“ n contract to exchange foe cur¬ 
rency of one country for tbe cur¬ 
rency of another

ed, 1971, 441): “ * exchange con¬ 
tracts ’ are contracts which in any 
way afreet a country’s exchange 
resotsces ”—a phrase .which . Ms 
Lordship had accepted in Sharif 


Dr Mann suggested that that 
view was in better harmony with 
foe purpose of foe Bretton Woods 
Agreement: in the drafting- of 
which lawyers had not taken much 
part. In that Dr Mann was 
mistaken. In Ms speech at tbe final 
act of foe conference Lord Keynes 
paid a tribute to lawyers, and Mr 
Alexander had quoted pan of that 


“ .. ► I should like to pay a parti¬ 
cular tribute to onr lawyers. All 
foe more so because . . . generally 
speaking. I do not like lawyers. 
I have been known to complain 
that, to judge from results in tins 
lawyer-ridden land, foe Mayflower, 
when she sailed from Plymouth, 
must have been entirely filled by 
lawyers- When I first visited Mr 
Morgenthau in Washington some 
three years ago accompanied only 
by my secretary, the boys in your 
Treasury curiously inquired of me: 
Where is your lawyer? When it 
was explained that I had none— 
Who then does your thinking for 
you? was foe rejoinder.. - - Only 
too often our lawyers have had 
to do our thinking for us.... ” 

So the lawyers did p*ay a large 
part and, no doubt, had in mind 
an evil which was very much in 
evidence in tbe years after foe 
1914 War: Ironmonger v Dyer 
((1928) 44 TLR 497). _ t 

It seemed to Ms Lordship that 
there should be no restriction of 
contracts for the sale and pur¬ 
chase of -merchandise and com* 
modi ties, and that they should be 
enforceable i 0 the territories of 
the members. The Bretton Woods 
Agreement made provision to that 
end. 

His Lordship would hold that 
tbe Bretton Woods Agreement 


should not do anything to hinder 
legitimate contracts for foe sale 
or purchase of merchandise and 
commodities. The words “ ex¬ 
change contracts ” in Article Yin 
referred only to contracts to 
exchange foe currency of one 
country for that of anofoer- 

Businessmen might . seek to 
avoid Article VHI (2)(b! by arti¬ 
fices. hut Ms Lordship hoped that 
foe courts would look at foe sub¬ 
stance of the contracts and not at 
foe form. 

. His Lordship would express his 
appreciation of Mr justice Kerr’s 
judgment. The contracts were 
legitimate contracts for foe sale 
and purchase of metals. They 
were not “ exchange contracts 
The appeal should be dismissed. 

LORD JUSTICE ORMROD, 
agreeing, said that foe phrase 
•° exchange contracts ” had no 
recognized usage in English law 
or practice- Its primary meaning 
must be contracts concerned with 
exchange, with currency: see Lord 
Radcliffe in foe United Railways 
of Havana. There appeared to be 
nothing in Article VIll which in¬ 
dicated that In that article “ ex¬ 
change ” was used in a special 
sense- 

Applying ordinary principles 
of construction, contracts for the 
sale of goods were not affected 
by Article VTH (2)(b). 

Mr Bateson had strenuously 
urged that section (2)(b) should 
be looked at In its setting in an 
international treaty which repre¬ 
sented one of the greatest achieve¬ 
ments of inter-state cooperation 
and be given its widest possible 
interpretation. A divergence of 
views bad developed on foe Con¬ 
tinent between the French and 


West German courts on the one 
hand and the Belgian court on foo 
other. 

The conzt should adopt as 
liberal a construction as possible 
of provisions in international 
agreement: Lord justice Diplock 
in Sharif zt Azcd, p SIS. Dr 
Mann’s suggested reading of 
Article VIII i2)(b) had bad a wide 
influence on foe French and West. 
German courts, but notably less in 
the United States; Banco do Brasil 
SA v A. C. Israel Commodity Co 
Inc 1(19631 239 NYS 2d S72). 

Nothwiibstaodlng Dr Mann’s 
experience. knowledge and 
authority, his Lordship was unable 
io accept his proposed interpre¬ 
tation of the article and much 
preferred that of Dr Kussbaum. 
His Lordship would adopt his con¬ 
clusion that “ contracts involving 
securities or merchandise could 
nor be considered as exchange 
contracts except where they were 
monetary transactions in dis¬ 
guise 

LORD JUSTICE SHAW, also - 
agreeing, said that it seemed clear ■ 
enough that a person of ordinary, 
intelligence who read paragraph. 
lb) of Article VLl! (2) in foe con¬ 
text of foe whole agreement, with 
an understanding of its declared 
objectives, would construe foe 
phrase ’* exchange contracts " as 
meaning contracts for foe 
exchange of the currency of one 
country for that of another. Con¬ 
tracts of such a nature were not of 
themselves productive of benefit 
in goods or services. 

His Lordship agreed with Mr 
Justice Kerr mac these contracts 
were not “ exchange contracts ” - 
within Article VTU (2)(b>.

Regina v Urbanowski 

Before Lord Justice Scannan, Mr 

Justice Willis and Mr Justice Mais 

Section 7 (4) of foe Courts Act. 
1971, provides that “The trial of 
a person committed by a magi¬ 
strates’ court—fb) shall, unless the 
Crown Court has otherwise 
ordered, begin not later than foe 
expiration of the prescribed period 
bcginiBng with foe date of Ms 
committal....” Thar provision is 
directory and not mandatory, and 
k is open to foe Crown Coart to 

grant an extension of time, if it 
thinks fit; after foe prescribed 
period. . .. 

The Court of Appeal so held 
when (WyniMfrig an appeal by 
Peter John Urbanowski against Ms 
conviction at Chester Crown Court 
(Judge Robin David) of unlawful 
wounding, contrary to section 20 
of the Offences Against the Person 
Act, 1851. He had pleaded guilty ■ 
to a second offence of wounding, 
and was sentenced to a total of two 
years* imprisonment. 

Mr R. H. Momgomery for the 
appellant; Mr R. G. Waterhouse, 
QC, and Mr Elgan Edwards fin- 
foe Crows, 

LORD JUSTICE S CARMAN 
said that, by an administrative 
oversight, the trial of foe appel¬ 
lant (fid not begin until 117 days 
after foe expiration ot the pre¬ 
scribed period, which, under Rule 
19 of foe Crown Court Rules, was 
56 days. The point had now been 
taken that the trial was a nuDJty 
because tbe language of section 
7(4) was mandatory and not 
directory, and foe provision that 
foe Crown Court might order an 
extension of the time was a pro¬ 
vision that had to be activated 


before foe expiration of foe pre¬ 
scribed period and not after. 

The Crown’s submission was a 
simple one. that in all foe circum¬ 
stances and in foe context the sub¬ 
section was directory only. Mr 
Waterhouse had referred the court 
to foe analogous law dealing with 
the time limit for stating cases to 
foe Divisional Court, and to 
authority on foe point as to when 
the court should hold . statutory 
words to be directory and when 
mandatory: Hughes v Wavertree 
Local Board ((1894) 10 TLR 357) 
and Moore v Hemtt (11547] KB 
831). 

It seemed plain to their Lord- 
Ships that that subsection required 
of foe Crown Court that it would 
take steps to ensure that cases 
were listed within foe prescribed 
period, and that foe provision was 
directory and not mandatory. It 
followed that it was open to foe 
Crown Court to grant an exten¬ 
sion of time if it thought fit after 
foe prescribed period. 

Mr Montgomery for foe appel¬ 
lant had urged that that put alto¬ 
gether too much power in foe 
hands of foe Crown Court judge. 

It was as well to remember that 
foe Crown Court, established by 
the Act of 1971, was pan of foe 
Supreme Court of judicature of 
England and its judges would, of 
course, act judicially. One need 
hare no fear that there was any 
risk of abuse of the power con¬ 
ferred to gram an extension of 
time. 

Their tordsWps were reinforced 
m their view of foe subsection by 
an unrawted decision of the 
Court of Appeal (R n Edwards. 
AwiI 18, 1575) When Mr Justice 
Talbot said, shortly but absolutely 


plainly, that die subsection was 
directory only. Upon the short 
point of con s truction the appeal 
must fail. 

The coart had been urged to 
give some guidance as to foe 
proper way in which to administer, 
foe provision. That was very much 
a matter for the Crown Court 
itself, hut it would appear to be a 
convenient course for the court or 
court office to notify parties, both 
foe Crown and the defence, when 
it was necessary to make an appli¬ 
cation for extension of time. If 
either party wished to object or 
make submissions they must have 
their opportunity at the hearing of 
the application. If a point of im¬ 
portance fell to be argued the 
court would be wise to adjourn 
foe matter into conn so that there 
might be a public hearing and a 
public decision. 

The court had also been urged 
TO consider foe analogous time

Rules, 3M. which was a period of 
2S toys from the committal date.

President Ford presented the 
outline of an austere and con¬ 
servative budget to Congress 
last night in his State of foe 
Union address. He said foe 
. budget for foe next fiscal year, 
starting on October 1, envisaged 
' a rise in government spending 
of just over 5 per cent to 
$394,200m (about £197,G00m), 
which would involve an esti-, 
mated deficit of 543,000m. 

Full budget details, including 
.foe- Administration’s economic 
forecasts, will be published to¬ 
morrow. The President said his 
budget would include a real 
increase in defence spending 
and 'some cuts in government 
outlays on social welfare pro¬ 
grammes. 

Mr Ford agreed that unem¬ 
ployment, at around 8 per cent 
ar present, was too high, but 
added that it was not possible 
for foe government to introduce 
public works programmes to 


reduce foe figure. His budget 
would include measures to in¬ 
crease employment through pro¬ 
viding new incentives to busi¬ 
ness to expand and invest. 

It is these incentives that 
form the really new aspect of 
foe Administration’s economic 
policy programme. Almost all 
other expenditure and taxation 
programmes outlined by foe 
President had been -previously 
announced. 

Mr Ford proposed foe enact¬ 
ment of a tax benefit designed 
to encourage more people to 
buy stocks and shares and thus 
enable companies to borrow 
more heavily 

Tbe plan would allow tax¬ 
payers to deduct from income 
tax money that they would 
place .into a special fund for 
foe purpose or buying securi¬ 
ties. Full details have still to 
be announced and it seems im¬ 
probable that foe Democrats iu 
Congress will show much 
enthusiasm for foe proposal. 


Another incentive offered to 
businesses is a scheme to 
accelerate depredation and 
involve special tax credits for 
companies that invest in the 
next year in areas where un¬ 
employment averaged 7 per 
cent or more last year. 

Mr Ford again revived has 
plan for a £23,000m tax cut this 
year, saying that be would sup¬ 
port A reduction of SlOjOOQm of 
income taxes-and extension of 
the recently passed six-month 
tax cut, totalling an annual 
518,000m, if Congress accepted 
his 5394,200m ceiling on spend¬ 
ing. 

The ceiling involves a rate of 
growth over foe present year’s 
budget that will probably be 
less than foe raze of inflation.

Arthur . Young McClelland

BP joins 
Esso 

with 7p off 
a gallon

Tbe petrol price war in foe 
north of England spread yester¬ 
day when British Petroleum 
announced they would be 
following Esso’s lead and offer¬ 
ing 7p a gallon reductions at 
selected filling stations. 

As BP joined the price cur¬ 
ling, foe Petroleum Retailers 
Association repeated its call ro 
foe Government for a minimum 
price for petrol ro prevent the 
existing petrol retailing network 
being “ damaged beyond 
repair ”. 

BP is offering help to its 
dealers and tenants in areas 
hardest hit by cut-price petrol 
competition, on foe same basis 
as Esso. The company will 
reduce the delivered price of 
petrol by 2.8p a gallon, provided 
that foe dealer makes a similar 
reduction and the reduced VAT 
requirement makes up the rest. 

Other leading rerailers, in¬ 
cluding foe market leader Shell, 
held meetings yesterday to dis¬ 
cuss the price-cutting dotation. 
Shell is expected to lead a num¬ 
ber of other companies back 
into foe price war before the 
end of the week. 

Three months ago all foe 
major oil companies gave an 
undertaking to the Motor 
Agents Association to withdraw 
special discounts which at the 
time amounted to about 1.5p a 
gallon. 

In its letter to Mrs Williams, 
foe Secretary of State for Prices 
and Consumer Protection, the 
PRA says that .it was only 
possible to raise foe special dis¬ 
counts from 1.5 to 2.8p because 
of foe recent increase in the 
price of petrol 

“Esso increased its prices in 
December by 2.85p a gallon, 
and the sum they are now giving 
to retailers is 2.Sp a gallon. It 
is also indisputable that Esso’s 
demand that foe retailer should 
contribute 2.8p will force many 
out of business, since few can 
afford this amount”, it adds. 

The PRA said yesterday that 
help in foe form of a minimum 
price was needed urgently 
“since the other major com¬ 
panies are almost cenain to 
follow Esso’s example, and if 
they do foe existing petrol 
retailing network will be 
damaged beyond repair”.

Car unions’ 
challenge 
on efficiency 
in Europe

A meeting of shop stewards 
from Leyland Cars, Ford, 
VauxbaJJ and Chrysler, yester¬ 
day challenged their employers 
to take' part in joint manage¬ 
ment-union visits to continental 
car factories, where assembly 
workers are alleged to produce 
twice the output of' their British 
counterparts. 

The shop stewards, all mem¬ 
bers of. the Transport and 

General --Workers’ Union, had 
been called to the meeting in 
Birmingham to. discuss the 
critical findings of the Govern¬ 
ment “think tank” report -on 
the motor industry which was 
published last month. 

Mr Harry Urwin, the union’s 
deputy general secretary and 
one of the architects of tbe 
Ryder report on British Ley, 
land, told a press conference:’ 
“ The ‘ think tank ’ report is 
much too superficial. Anyone 
can make dogmatic assertions 
which .are not backed by 
quoted sources of infonnatioo. 

. “Tbe shop stewards here 
today intist that the think tank 
was not comparing like with 
like. The main problem is that 
machines and equipment used 
in British car factories are in 

g eneral not up -to the level of 
ieir foreign competitors.” 

.He said the obvious answer 
was for shop stewards to be 
shown the evidence by on-the- 
spot visits. But Ford repre¬ 
sentatives at the meeting had 
reported that when they asked 
for similar facilities to visit 
Ford plants in Germany they 
were turned down by manage¬ 
ment. Yet Ford continued to 
claim that the German workers 
made better cars.- 
The challenge will be issued 
later this week at the first 
meeting of Leyland Cars Joint 
Council, the top tier in the 
company’s new three-tier par¬ 
ticipation scheme.

A steep decline in the num¬ 
ber 'of companies either willing 
or able to move out of London 
is revealed in figures issued 
yesterday by the Location of 
Offices Bureau. 

The trend is unlikely to be 
reversed until economic expan¬ 
sion once again coincides'with, 
rising office rents, which bureau 
officials believe will not be for 
at least -three or four years. 

The number of companies 
approaehiag the bureau -far 
advice fell from 421 in 1973-74 
to 290 in 1974-75. The zunnbec 
which actually moved 'during 


the corresponding periods drop¬ 
ped from 216 to 161. 

Those which, having contem¬ 
plated the idea, decided not to 
move,-rose from 169 to 189 and 
represented more than twice as 
many jobs. 

In some ways the pattern 
resembles that of earlier econo¬ 
mic cycles; for example, in 
1968-69 only 200 companies 
approached the bureau, com¬ 
pared with 530 in 1964-65. 

.. But in 1968-69 more than 40 
•per cent of companies which 
did move did so in order to 
expand their operations. In 
1974-75 only 27 per cent gave 
expansion' as their reason for 


moving, whereas 54 per cent 
moved in order to save costs. 

From the bureau’s point of 
view, die most encouraging 
figure is the number of com¬ 
panies evidently willing to move 
right away from London and 
rhe south-easr. 

In 1974-75 only 18 per ceat 
relocated within tbe Greater 
London area compared with 
40.5 per cent in 1970-71, while 
24.2 per cent moved more than 
80 miles compared with 7.2 per 
cent. 

Regioos gaining at the ex¬ 
pense of the south-east were 
mainly East Anglia, the RrGd- 
lands and the north of England.
